Some words of caution 
may be useful: 1. A 30-hour 
erection is not desirable; 
in fact, prolonged erection 
may harm long-term erectile 
function. Other shorter- 
acting, self-injected drugs 
are preferable. | have been 
dispensing these since Feb- 
ruary 1983, with excellent 
sexual function in about 
80 percent of patients. The 
dropout rate is small, further 
suggesting that results are 
satisfactory. 2. This treatment 
is absolutely not for those 
who want to improve an 
existing erection. This would 
constitute abuse and might 
be dangerous to normal 
function. 3. In the future, 
attention will have to be di- 
rected toward the risk factors 
for impotence, which are 
the same as for heart attacks, 
that is, overeating, smoking, 
diabetes, high blood pres- 
sure, elevated cholesterol, 
and so forth. 4. Impotence 
may be corrected by other 
means. A diagnostic workup 
is essential before embarking 
on injection treatment.—

If you're thinking 
of getting divorced, it’s 
vital that you 


learn about property laws. 


METS RIGHTS 


BY SIDNEY SILLER 


If you're considering getting 
a divorce, it’s important to 
look at the bottom line: How 
much will it cost? 

“Maintenance” and “prop- 
erty awards’ are distinctly 
different legal concepts. 
“Property” generally includes 
all assets that have been 
acquired during the marriage. 
This can include the marital 
residence, its contents and 
furnishings, cars, boats, 
securities, business interests, 
life insurance, employee 
benefits, interests, trusts, 
pensions, and other deferred 
compensation. On the other 
hand, “maintenance” is 
periodic support given until a 
spouse dies or remarries. 
Since we're concerned with 
property in this column, 
the questions to be asked 
are: What right does a woman 
have to property acquired 
during the marriage? And 
does a woman have a right 
to a share of her former 
husband's pension and other 
work benefits? 

First of all, make sure you 
ask your attorney what system 
of property division is used 
in the state where the divorce 
or separation takes place 
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There are three systems for 
the distribution of property 
that are currently in effect 

in the United States: equitable 
distribution, community 
property, and the title system. 

It is vital that you acquaint 
yourself with the respective 
system used by the state 
where your divorce will take 
place, so that you can legally 
protect those assets that 
are usually exempt from 
distribution to your spouse 
by the court, such as sepa- 
rate property acquired prior to 
the marriage, inherited, or 
received by you as a gift 

By way of explanation, let 
me point out that most states, 
until about ten or 15 years 
ago. followed the English 
common law in forging their 
divorce judgments. Under 
common law, a married 
couple was figuratively 
viewed as "one." The wife 
had no legal standing and 
she was legally merged and 
incorporated into the legal 
existence of her husband. 
Once married, the wife had 
no control of the assets or 
property she brought to the 
union, and she had no rights 
to the income it produced 
or to her own earnings in the 
marriage. 

This all changed in the 
middle of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, as new statutes permit- 
ted married women to own 
property acquired before or 
during the marriage and to 
control their own earnings as 
if they were single. Subse- 
quently, women were granted 
the right to contract, operate 
businesses, and to keep their 
earnings. 

The common law logically 
ordained that a husband's 
duty was to continue sup- 
porting his wife after a 


| these the wife is to receive

divorce. Marital misconduct, 
though, was a basis for the 
denial of alimony. And com- 
mon law generally did not 
permit a court to give a wife 
any of the property of her 
husband, unless it could be 
proven that it expressly 
belonged to her. 

This common-law practice 
was called the “title” rule, 
meaning that the spouse who 
had legal title to the property 
continued to be its owner. 

As a result of feminist pres- 
sures, however, combined 
with the protests of men who 
had suffered under unfair 
alimony and support orders, 
a large majority of states 
adopted new systems for a 
more just distribution of 
marital assets upon a divorce. 

The equitable distribution 
and community property 
theories of law are based 
upon the somewhat unrealis 
tic view that all marriages 
are an “economic partner- 
ship.” Forty-eight states have 
now adopted these theories 
Mississippi and West Virginia 
still utilize a modified process | 
of the title rule in awarding 
property to one spouse 
or another. 

In those states with equita- 
ble distribution laws, the 
court decides what assets 
are to be considered marital 
assets and what portion of 


irrespective of who held title 
to the property. 

It is important to remember 
that “equitable” does not 
mean “equal,” and that a 
judge in your particular state 
may have the discretion to 
divide your assets unequally 
between you and your ex- 
wife. Again, assets acquired 


before the marriage, inheri- 


tances, gifts, and the like are 
exempted. Bear in mind 

that in most states the issue of 
your wife's marital miscon- 
duct, i.e., adultery, is not 
officially a factor in the court's 
award of equitable distribu- 
tion. Nonetheless, it is my 
view that proof of marital 
misconduct that can “shock 
the conscience of the court” 
can improve your position 

in the case with regard to any 
custody issue, as well as 

the ultimate division of assets. 

Factors to be considered 
by a judge in equitable distri- 
bution include many of the 
following: the length of the 
marriage, age, occupational 
skills, separate property, 
contributions of each spouse 
to the acquisition of marital 
property and its value, cus- 
tody, exclusive possession of 
the marital home, income, 
standard of income, tax 
consequences, dissipation of 
marital assets, pension and 
retirement plans, gifts, loss of 
pension and inheritance 
rights, education of the 
respective spouses, and 
possibly the cause of the 
divorce. And you thought it 
was easy to be a judge! 

Eight states—Arizona, Cal- 
ifornia, Idaho, Louisiana, 
Nevada, New Mexico, Texas, 
and Washington—are com- 
munity property jurisdictions. 
Generally, this theory 
assumes that the husband 
and the wife are equal part- 
ners and that each is entitled 
to half of the marital assets 
when divorced. 

It is obvious that more has 
to be written in simple terms 
about these new, compli- 
cated property laws. In future 
columns | will pass on further 
details about property distri- 
bution and your rights. O+—q

Friends of mine say they 
work out first thing in the 
morning, on an empty stom- 
ach—and that this makes 
them feel energetic all day. | 
usually exercise in the eve- 
ning, so / tried working out 
before going in to my job— 
and | was exhausted all 

day. When is the best time to 
work out? I've also heard 
that you burn more calories 
from a workout if you wait two 
or three hours after eating 

Is this true?—P. Paulison, 
Birmingham, Ala. 


There is no best time to 
exercise. People differ greatly 
in height, physique, the 
shape of noses and toes, 
and myriad other ways. But 
magazines, books, and 
the new breed of self-pro- 
claimed fitness and nutrition 
experts ignore these obvious 
differences, and tend to 
lump everyone together and 
recommend the single “best 
time” and the one “best 
way” to exercise 

Metabolic rates vary just 
as much as noses, though, 
and while some folks love a 
vigorous workout first thing in 
the morning, others are so 
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biochemically and physiolog- 
ically different that they 
cant even face a push-up 
until noon. Some perform best 
in the evening, others late 
at night 

Try going through your 
exercise rouline at various 
times until you find a daily 
time slot that suits your indi- 
vidual biochemistry. Remem 
ber, exercise should never 
leave you exhausted; you 
should finish feeling re- 
freshed, feeling good. If you 
don't, then either the time 
or the form of physical activity 
iS wrong for your particular 
body. The motto of exercise 
bubbleheads, “No pain, 
no gain,” has put more peo- 
ple off a regular exercise 
routine and ruined more good 
athletes than any other 
single cause 

Eating at this or that time 
before a workout does not 
influence the amount of 
calories burned by exercise, 
which are of little conse- 
quence anyway. All the cock- 
amamy charts published in 
books and posted at health 
clubs that list how many 
calories are used by this or 
that type of exercise are 
worthless. Weight loss 
through exercise has nothing 
to do with the calories used 
during workouts. The secret is 
that with 30 minutes or more 
of brisk exercise of any kind, 
your metabolic rate is raised 
for up to 15 hours afterward. 
An aerobics class may burn 
100 calories, but the resulting 
quickened metabolism can 
dispose of an extra 600 
or 700 later 


I've heard that the best 
things to drink are fruit juices. 
But I've also heard that 
some juices, like tomato and 


orange, are high in citric 
acid—which can upset the 
stomach, lead to skin break- 
outs, and contain a lot of 
sugar. Since my job is often 
tedious, | like to sip something 
during the day. I'm trying to 
break the coffee-and-soda 
habit and would like to know 
what juices you suggest 

Is plain old water the only 
healthy thing to drink, after 
all?—_A. Dobrowski, Cleve- 
land, Ohio 


Changing from sugared soda 
and coffee to fruit juices is 
certainly a good idea. But 
orange juice “made from 
concentrate” is often highly 
sugared, too, and is certainly 
more acidic. Play it safe 
and choose less acidic juices, 
like apple, pear, apricot, 
and the new berry juices, 
without added sugar. Some 
of these juices are carbon- 
ated—if you need that fizz for 
oral satisfaction 
“Plain old water” is not 
such a good idea. A lot of 
municipal water in the United 
States is now badly contami 
nated with toxic chemicals, 
metals, and petroleum distil- 
lates, Bottled water is not 
much better, except for a few 
of the established brands, 
such as Evian. More than 70 
percent of bottled waters 
are taken from municipal 
supplies. If you must “sip 
something during the day,’ 
stick to pure fruit juices, 
or buy a carefully selected 
brand of bottled water on your 
way to work in the morning. 
Increasing your water intake 
is a basic requirement for 
good health, anyway. Your 
body uses water in so many 
vital functions (i.e., digestion, 
circulation, excretion), and 
you lose water by sweating, 


urinating, and even in breath- 
ing, as vapor. 

In fact, it is interesting to 
note that water, next to oxy- 
gen, Is the single most 
important life-sustaining sub- 
stance. Humans can go for 
weeks, even months, without 
food—but without water 
death comes in a matter 
of days 

Even minor dehydration 
can lead to problems. Der- 
matologists are right on target 
when they prescribe eight 
glasses of water a day as the 
first step toward better- 
looking skin. 

But recognize, also, what 
your job is doing to you. 

The sipping or nibbling habit 
at work is widespread. It is 
partly an extension of the 
baby-pacifier response taught 
in childhood, and partly a 
conditioned response to 
clever advertising, which 
suggests we can sip or snack 
our way lo happiness, 

So many otherwise sane 
Americans have been condi- 
tioned to sip thousands of 
needless calories every 
working day, only to spend 
their evenings huffing and 
grunting at exercise class to 
get rid of them 

If your job is so tedious 
that you have to sip your way 
through it every day, it won't 
do you any good to look 
for new and different drinks 
to improve your health and 
help pass the time—look for 


a new job. Ot+-g

CENSORSHIP BY 
BANKRUPTCY 

For the first time in recent 
American history some news- 
papers and magazines are 
being threatened with bank- 
tuptcy because of what 

they have published. The - 
villain is the newly revived law 
of libel. After the Supreme 
Court issued its monumental 
decision in the 1964 case 

of The New York Times v. Sul- 
livan—holding that a public 
official could not win a libel 
suit unless the press had 
maliciously lied about him—it 
seemed as if honest publish- 
ers had little to fear in expos- 
ing public corruption or 
immorality, But now, 20 years 
later, the threat of bankruptcy 
caused by libel suits looms 
larger than ever. 

Jury verdicts against 
newspapers, magazines, and 
broadcast networks have 
gotten out of hand. A recent 
survey of 80 libel trials found 
that the average award was 
in excess of $2 million— 
about three times more than 
the average verdict in medi- 
cal malpractice cases. I|n- 
jured pride, it seems, is 
regarded by juries as more 
hurtful than an injured back. 

The appellate courts, 
including the Supreme Court, 
have sometimes come to 
the rescue of the media and 
reversed verdicts. For exam- 
ple, the $26-million jury 
award in favor of a former 
Miss Wyoming who claimed 
that she resembled a charac- 
ter in a Penthouse story was 
reversed on appeal. But 
other large verdicts have 
been upheld, and still others 
are now on appeal. 

These “mega-verdicts” 
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General Westmoreland. 


have encouraged even more 
inflated claims by public 
figures who don't like what 
the press has said about 
them. General William West- 
moreland.of Vietnam War 
fame sues CBS for $120 mil- 
lion; General Ariel Sharon 
of Israel sues Time for $50 
million; Governor William 
Janklow of South Dakota sues 
Viking Press for $24 million; 
and Senator Paul Laxalt 
of Nevada sues a newspaper 
chain for $250 million. Each 
of these public officials 
may well have been wrongly 
accused of misconduct, 
but they have each had more 
than ample opportunity to 
present their side of the story 
to the public. Instead, they 
try to “punish” the offending 
press and reap profits from 
the alleged libels. Large 
media corporations such as 
CBS, Penthouse, and Time 
can afford the colossal legal 
fees required to defend 
such lawsuits, and could sur- 
vive mega-verdicts of the 
kind sought by these generals 
and politicians. But smaller 
newspapers and magazines 
could not stay in business 
if they lost—or even, some- 
times, won—a big libel suit. 
Consider the case of the 
Telegraph, a small-circulation 
Illinois daily with a long 


tradition of investigative 
reporting. A jury awarded a 
local builder $9 million be- 
cause an unpublished inves- 
tigative memorandum al- 
leged that the builder had 
received underworld money. 
In order to appeal, the news- 
paper had to post a bond 

in excess of $10 million. Un- 
able to do so, it was forced to 
settle the case for $1.4 mil- 
lion. The first million dollars 
was covered by libel insur- 
ance, which itself now costs a 
small fortune; the rest had 

to be borrowed. The end 
result is that the Telegraph 
remained in business, but it 
no longer tempts the bank- 
ruptcy gods by investigating 
corruption. As the shell- 
shocked editor recently put 
it, “Let someone else stick 
their neck out this time.” But 
there is no one else in town 
who can afford to risk bank- 
ruptcy in the quest for a 
legitimate exposé. 

The one-man publisher- 
editor-reporter of the Milk- 
wood—a Wisdonsin monthly 
with a readership of just 
over 1,000—won a $20-million 
libel suit, but it cost him 
$20,000 and four months of 
his time. Without contributions 
from loyal readers, the Milk- 
wood would have been driven 
out of business in the pro- 
cess of winning its case. 

What effects will these 
developments have on the 
quality and quantity of inves- 
tigative reporting in the 
United States? No definitive 
answer is yet available, be- 
cause the public is rarely let 
in on the inner workings of 
the press. But it is virtually 
certain that the media—large 
and small—uwill exercise 
more caution in reporting on 
public officials who are likely 
to sue for libel. This may 


not sound so bad. What, after 
all, is wrong with a bit of 
caution? Nothing—if the only 
change is an increase in 

the accuracy of stories 
printed. But the media has a 
limited ability to check accu- 
racy. The upshot of this 
recent trend is likely to be an 
increase in self-censorship— 
and a decrease in the amount 
of investigative material 
reported. Moreover, the im- 
pact will probably be greatest 
on reporting about political 
conservatives, since libel 
suits have become part of the 
conservative arsenal against 
the liberal press. It is no 
accident that the plaintiffs in 
most of the mega-cases 
come from the right wing of 
the political spectrum. 

If, as George Bernard Shaw 
once put it, assassination is 
the ultimate form of censor- 
ship, then surely bankruptcy 
is the penultimate form. The 
American people will be 
the losers if the fourth branch 
of our government—a vigilant 
press—is stifled by the fear 
of bankrupting libel suits. 
—Alan M. Dershowitz

America ts really very moral 
Unlike the older civilizations 
of Europe, it clings to the 
conviction that the world is 
on the level. The belief, or the 
desire to believe, that the 
good guys are separated from 
the bad guys according to 
profession has probably 
allowed for as much corrup- 
tion here as cynicism has 
elsewhere. 

Of the good-guy profes- 
sions, America is enamored of 
law enforcement above all— 
not law enforcement as it 
is in fact, but as it is in made- 
for-TV fiction. This has 
something to do with our 
innocent but perverse moral- 
ity, to which nothing is so

gratifying as violence done in 
the name of righteousness. 
On TV, cops get to do every- 
thing that bad guys do— 
drive recklessly (often super- 
naturally) in fancy cars, 
fondle large sums of cash, 
shoot people, and go to bed 
without brushing their teeth— 
but they do it in the cause 

of goodness and justice 

for all. 

There is a cop show for 
every taste. Intellectual slick- 
ers have the “gritty realism” 
of “Hill Street Blues.” The 
socially correct have “Cagney 
& Lacey.” The brain-dead 
have “T. J. Hooker.” And 
each year the networks’ 
precincts grow. 

Last fall we were given 
“Jessie,” an ABC botch in 
which the former bionic 
bimbo, Lindsay Wagner, 
portrayed a saintlike police 
psychologist. (Many of us 
had never been aware of what 
an important role car chases 
play in clinical psychology.) 
NBC gave us “Hunter,” 
featuring a guy-gal team 
whose gun-happy devotion to 
justice is surpassed only by 
an even greater devotion 
to beggarly acting. (Indeed, 
Fred Dryer, who plays Hunter 
belongs to thal special class 
of thespians who come to 
Hollywood from the NFL.) But 


t watchable: Johnson and Thomas in “Miami Vice.” 


NBC has also given us “Miami 
Vice,” a series that is 
downright, well, watchable. 

Concocted by Michael 
Mann, the director of the 1981 
movie Thief, and Anthony 
Yerkovich, a former “Hill Street 
Blues” writer, “Miami Vice” 
stars Don Johnson and Philip 
Michael Thomas as Crockett 
and Tubbs, a couple of incor- 
ruptible, down-to-earth 
undercover cops with a 
penchant for exchanging 
existential platitudes about 
being “out there on the edge.” 
Together they wage a war 
on southern Florida crime, 
which more often than not has 
them battling that new Ameri- 
can archetype, the big-time 
cocaine ozar. 

The look of “Miami Vice,” 
lush with the colors of lurid 
wealth and the liquescent 
neons of that subtropical city 
of night, seems to have 
been inspired by Brian 
DePalma’s Scarface, a movie 
as visually rich as it was 
shallow. In fact, the best parts 
of “Miami Vice” are not the 
obligatory action scenes but 
rather the nighttime cruising 
sequences, blends of imagery 
and music that interlace the 
series like so many little 
rock videos. Usually, though, 
they are done better than 
most of the stuff seen on MTV. 
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The producers of “Miami 
Vice" are obviously concerned 
as much with the show's 
sound as with its look. Few 
costs are spared in obtaining 
soundtrack material ($10,000 
was paid for the privilege 
of using the Rolling Stones’ 
“Miss You" in one épisode), 
and it is the only prime- 
time series produced in 
stereo. There is little doubt 
that “Miami Vice" is being 
listened to as well as watched. 
After it used a four-year-old 
Phil Collins recording, “In the 
Air Tonight,” the record 
became the No. 1 request on 
Miami's leading FM rock 
station, and Atlantic ended 
up reissuing it as a single. 
With clout like that, “Miami 
Vice" should soon be as 
important to the pop charts 
as it has been to the NBC 
ratings. 

It looks good, it sounds 
good. The rest doesn't really 
matter. Crockett and Tubbs 
shoot at Calderone the drug 
king, Calderone the drug 
king shoots at Crockett and 
Tubbs. The drug king gets 
away. Tubbs seethes, Crockett 
feeds his pet alligator. Moral- 
ity isn't easy. But sometimes 
it’s watchable, downright 
watchable.—Nick Tosches

NATIVE SEX 

Things are so bad on the 
Moapa reservation that the 
350-member band of Paiute 
Indians living there want 

to turn to the world's oldest 
profession to help them 
out. Moapa is in the desert,’ 
just east of Las Vegas, 
Nevada, and the struggling 
tribe, besieged by Reagan 
administration spending cuts, 
wants to open a legal brothel 
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to shore up their sagging 
finances. “It's not that we really 
want a brothel here,” spokes- 
woman Olivia Tom said. 
“We need to make money.” 
So far, the Department of 
the Interior isn’t going along 
with it. Although the request 
for a brothel was okayed 
at the regional level, Wash- 
ington had other ideas. “Not 
the kind of economic devel- 
opment envisioned by federal 
policy,” sniffed the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs. The whole 
thing has wound up in court, 
with the tribe's lawyer argu- 
ing that a brothel would be a 
sure path to tribal self-suffi- 
ciency.

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HIGH-TECH 
ESPIONAGE

True stories of flying saucers— 
and other misadventures of “perfect” spies 
in an imperfect world.

The man who started it all: 
Sidney Cotton (above), who in 
1938 developed the first 
successful high-altitude spy 
camera. Cotton never 
dreamed that his innovation 
would someday be hooked 
up to the American Skyhook 
balloon (right), and still later, 
wind up as the central ration- 
ale for another brilliant 
American technical develop- 
ment, the TIROS spy satellite 
(center). But the silent world 
of electronic espionage was 
marked by a number of 
strange developments. One 
of the most bizarre was the 
Japanese Fu-Go balloon 
(opposite page, top right). It 
failed, though it did lead 
America to its own balloon 
program. However, the U.S. 
balloons caused a spate 

of “flying saucer” reports— 
some of them supported 

by alleged photographs of 
actual extraterrestrial 
spacecraft, such as the one 
on the opposite page, top 
left. The spy balloons were 
finally replaced by the most 
famous development in tech- 
nical espionage, the Lock- 
heed U-2 spy plane (opposite 
page, lower left), which is 
still used to gather intelli- 
gence. 
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On the evening of June 24, 1947, Kenneth 
Arnold was flying his private plane near 
the Cascade Mountains in Washington 
State when he saw a sight he was never 
to forget. 

As he recounted later, he spotted nine 
very bright objects flying in what ap- 
peared to be a chain formation. Each 
about the size of a DC-3 transport plane, 
the objects passed within several miles 
of Arnold's plane at a very high speed. 
Arnold had never seen anything like it, 
and later, in trying to describe how the 
objects flew, he used the simile “like sau- 
cers skipping across water.” 

That interesting turn of phrase some- 
how became “flying saucers” in news- 
paperese (although Arnold himself never 
used the term), and thus was born an 
expression that later passed into the lan- 
guage. More importantly, Arnold's sight- 
ing, the first such incident in a long list of 
similar sightings that went on for years, 
set off the flying saucer craze—the be- 
lief, still held by many, that alien space- 
ships regularly visit this planet. 

But only a handful of people knew ex- 
actly what Arnold had seen. They knew 
that he had inadvertently spotted Amer- 
ica's most secret intelligence operation. 

How all this came to be is a story of 
some complexity. It is fundamentally a 
story of human ingenuity, for the private 
pilot's accidental peek into the murky 
world of espionage afforded only a tiny 
view of the most important part of that 
world, technical intelligence. And it is 
technical intelligence, still in its infancy 


that day back in 1947, that has come to 
dominate all modern espionage. 

The effect has been revolutionary: The 
United States has constructed an elab- 
orate technical spying system—this 
country's chief eyes and ears—un- 
dreamed of in the long history of the 
world's second-oldest profession 

Kenneth Arnold knew nothing of this 
when he accidentally stumbled across 
part of the secret 38 years ago. Nor did 
he know that he had seen, at least in part, 
the collective genius of a Japanese bal- 
loonist, an irascible American aircraft de- 
signer, and a college dropout who was 
determined to prove the experts wrong. 

Together, they helped to develop an 
unrivaled system that has not only come 
to assume virtually all the functions of 
American intelligence, but has caused the 
traditional cloak-and-dagger human spy 
to all but disappear. That quaint practi- 
tioner of espionage has been supplanted 
by a huge web of electronic and other 
technical systems that promise fulfill- 
ment of the ancient dream of all espio- 
nage: specific, unequivocal, and de- 
tailed intelligence, safely beyond the 
reach of anyone trying to intercept it. 

So much for the dream—the reality is 
quite something else. For however won- 
drous and all-encompassing modern in- 
telligence technology might be, it has 
proven unable to answer intelligence 
questions with certitude. And ironically 
enough, the more detailed, accurate, and 
sweeping these technical systems, the 
more arguments they seem to incite about 


just what they are seeing (and whether 
they have seen everything worth seeing). 

What has happened is what no one 
could have anticipated in 1947—includ- 
ing, as we shall see, the creation of the 
flying saucer craze 


Modern technical intelligence was born 
in the great British aerial reconnaissance 
and photo-interpretation operation of 
World War II. By comparison, U.S. tech- 
nical intelligence at the beginning of the 
war was somewhere in the Dark Ages. A 
crash program put the United States in 
the forefront of aerial reconnaissance al- 
most overnight. The key to that achieve- 
ment lay in the American bases ringing 
Germany and German-occupied terri- 
tory. From those bases, the Americans 
could fly missions and return. That ad- 
vantage disappeared with the advent of 
the Cold- War; even the newest-model 
planes had no hope of carrying out unes- 
corted strategic reconnaissance mis- 
sions (journeys several thousand miles 
long) over Eastern Europe and the Soviet 
Union. The Red Air Force was large and 
alert; backed by ground-based radar, it 
was capable of checkmating any recon- 
naissance overflight 

Yet the need for such reconnaissance 
was growing more acute. The answer. 
obviously, was some sort of airborne 
platform that could overfly the vast dis- 
tances of the Soviet Union out of range 
of fighter planes, take pictures, and re- 
turn safely to base. The most advanced 
U.S. reconnaissance aircraft of the post- 


war period, the RB-47 (essentially a 
souped-up reconnaissance version of the 
B-47 jet bomber), carried seven preci- 
sion cameras, which, operating auto- 
matically, could photograph one million 
square miles of territory during a three- 
hour flight, recording a strip 490 miles 
wide by 2,700 miles long 

But the Soviet Union's most important 
strategic facilities—their largest military 
airfields, nuclear testing sites, major in- 
dustries, etc.—lay thousands of miles in- 
land; however impressive the RB-47's 
capabilities, it could not possibly get pic- 
tures of those sites without overflying the 
Soviet interior. And that, given the for- 
midable Soviet defenses, was not feasi- 
ble. How, then, could it be done? 


In 1933, Reikichi Rada was named head 
of the Japanese military's Scientific Lab- 
oratory, which (among other assign- 
ments) was trying to solve the problem 
of how to bomb enemy targets at inter- 
continental ranges. No foreseeable de- 
velopment in airplane technology seemed 
capable of producing such an aircraft, so 
Rada hit upon an innovative idea: Bal- 
loons would be armed with bombs and 
then sent to drift into enemy territory, 
where the bombs would be automatically 
released 

After Pearl Harbor, Rada was eager to 
demonstrate that his idea would work. 
With prevailing winds unique to Japan, 
he discovered that a balloon launched 
from Japan's east coast could drift 6,200 
miles to the United States’ west coast. 


Next, Rada developed an ingenious au- 
tomatic system for the balloon that 
dropped ballast to keep the balloon at a 
constant altitude during the flight, then 
loosed an incendiary or other type of 
bomb as the balloon settled to earth 
somewhere in the United States. 

The Rada-designed balloons were 
launched eastward in the fall of 1944. 
Operation Fu-Go, as the Japanese called 
it, was on. 

As the world's first intercontinental mil- 
itary attack, Fu-Go was not a glittering 
success—although it did cause some 
panic in American intelligence, which 
clamped down a tight lid of secrecy in 
order to prevent the Japanese from 
learning whether their balloon attacks 
were successful. The first balloons be- 
gan floating over the United States in 
November 1944, and by April of the fol- 
lowing year, when the Japanese gave up 
Fu-Go, a total of 285 balloons had been 
spotted. Most had been intercepted over 
the ocean or malfunctioned, although one 
woman and her five children were killed 
in Oregon when a Fu-Go bomb ex- 
ploded. The Japanese had launched 
nearly 4,000 of the balloons toward the 
U.S. mainland, and, given the fact that 
only a small percentage of them ever 
reached their target, Fu-Go was a failure. 

The failure, however, was only in mili- 
tary terms. From an intelligence stand- 
point, Fu-Go was a success—at least to 
the Americans, for it provided them with 
the germ of an idea on how to get intel- 
ligence on the Soviet Union.

The idea was born in the series of in- 
telligence reports prepared by the Army 
and Navy on the Fu-Go flights. One glar- 
ing fact stood out in those reports: The 
Japanese had managed to fly by remote 
control a very stable airborne platform at 
distances of over 6,000 miles. Instead of 
bombs, what if such balloons were armed 
with cameras? Could similar types of bal- 
loons be launched into prevailing winds 
sweeping over the Soviet Union? 

By coincidence, the Air Force was run- 
ning an extensive meteorological re- 
search program at the time called Moby 
Dick. Operated in conjunction with the 
Navy's Office of Naval Research, Moby 
Dick aimed to uncover some of the mys- 
teries of the upper atmosphere, where fu- 
ture aircraft (and missiles) were to oper- 
ate. The program used the latest in high- 
altitude weather-research balloons, a 
large gasbag called . The first 
models were about 300 cubic feet in size 
and capable of rising to over 120,000 feet. 
The high altitude was made possible by 
use of an innovative, partially transparent 
plastic material, which reflected the sun 
in a diffused rainbow of colors. More sig- 
nificantly, in the context of the curious role 
Skyhook was to play later on, the balloon 
also changed shape as it rode into less 
dense air and its helium gas filled out. 
The balloon would change from an ice- 
cream-cone shape to a near-circle; then, 
as it moved violently in the winds of the 
upper atmosphere, it would become al- 
most saucer-shaped. 

The tendency of Skyhook to change 
shape, especially into the form of what 
appeared to be a saucer, caused a major 
and unanticipated headache in the Moby 
Dick program. One of the initial test flights 
of Skyhook in 1947 was spotted by Ken- 
neth Arnold, and the flying saucer scare 
was on. As the people running Moby Dick 
were aware, the sightings almost per- 
fectly described what happened to the 
Skyhook balloon as it encountered the 
strong winds of the upper atmosphere: 
The balloon flattened out in the shape of 
a saucer and was yanked around vio- 
lently, while reflecting sunlight in shades 
of blue, red, and green. In other words, 
a classic flying saucer (or, later, “UFO") 
report. 

The flying saucer scare became seri- 
ous. In 1948, an Air Force pilot was killed 
while chasing a mysterious UFO (ac- 
tually a Skyhook test flight), and there was 
no end of reported UFO sightings. The 
difficulty was that no one who knew any- 
thing about Moby Dick could discuss the 
program publicly, for by that time it had 
become a classified intelligence opera- 
tion. Operating from secret launching 
sites in Europe (where they precipitated 
another UFO scare), Skyhook balloons 
were launched into the prevailing winds 
sweeping west to east over the Soviet 
Union. They were hooked up with cam- 
eras and radio gear; when they reached 
Japan after a flight across the Soviet 
heartland, a radio signal sent from the 
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ground would tell Skyhook to detach its 
instrument package. (Later, Air Force pi- 
lots developed a special trapezelike hook, 
attached to cargo planes, which caught 
the balloon’s shroud lines and recap- 
tured the entire Skyhook, ready to be 
flown another day.) 

Ultimately, Moby Dick was a failure. 
Many of the balloons crashed in the So- 
viet Union, and those few which made 
the entire flight produced spotty results. 
Improvements in Soviet air-defense ra- 
dar—balloons, because of their large 
surface area, make perfect radar tar- 
gets—eventually spelled the end of Moby 
Dick. The last balloon flight over the So- 
viet Union took place in1958. 

Despite its ultimate failure, a number 
of valuable lessons were learned from 
Moby Dick. Most importantly, it proved 
that overflights of the Soviet Union were 
possible and that reconnaissance pic- 
tures could be taken from high altitudes. 
The central problem remained, however: 
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One evening in 
June 1947, Kenneth Arnold, 
flying a private 
airplane, inadvertently 
spotted America's 
most secret intelligence 
operation. 
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A stable, safe platform was needed, 
something that not only would be imper- 
vious to the Soviet air-defense system, 
but also would not risk the lives of valu- 
able pilots. Soviet defenses were begin- 
ning to exact a high price for intelligence- 
gathering flights. By 1948, 40 American 
planes had been shot down while flying 
along or across the Iron Curtain, forcing 
reconnaissance missions to become in- 
creasingly cautious. The trend was ob- 
vious: As Soviet radars and MIG fighters 
improved, the American spy planes would 
become increasingly endangered. 

The possibility of a complete cutoff of 
American reconnaissance of the Soviet 
Union presented an especially stark 
problem: If there were no reconnais- 
sance, how would it be known that Rus- 
sian intercontinental bombers or missiles 
had been launched against the United 
States? 

It was the fear of a Soviet surprise at- 
tack—and the realization that American 
intelligence had no real capability for de- 
tecting it—that led President Eisenhower 
in 1954 to appoint a special panel of ex- 
perts to come up with a solution. 

The panel had a number of subcom- 


mittees examining the problem of de- 
tecting a surprise attack, the most im- 
portant of which was the group studying 
US. intelligence capabilities. The sub- 
committee included a remarkable char- 
acter named Edwin H. Land, the inventor, 
founder, and president of Polaroid. A no- 
toriously reticent man (he has only given 
two press conferences in 35 years), Land 
was in the classic tradition of the great 
American tinkerer/inventor. He had 
dropped out of Harvard during 1937; then 
he taught himself the intricacies of polar- 
ized light, mostly by holing up in a room 
at the New York Public Library and read- 
ing his way through anything about the 
subject he could get his hands on. Land 
went into business for himself in an old 
Massachusetts garage, ultimately devel- 
oping 530 patents—including his most 
famous, the self-developing camera. Po- 
laroid, the name he coined to describe 
the process, became an American 
household word. 

Land was very much in the “can do” 
spirit of American inventiveness, and to 
him, the problem of getting intelligence 
on the Soviet Union was soluble—pro- 
vided that the customary bureaucratic 
inertia was overcome, along with the re- 
luctance of experts, who decreed that 
taking clear pictures from heights of about 
70,000 feet was impossible. Lana's insis- 
tence was no small factor in the panel's 
final conclusion that the solution to the 
problem of American intelligence was 
strategic reconnaissance, using a stable 
platform that could overfly targets above 
70,000 feet and take detailed photo- 
graphs. 

Land had vowed the photographic 
problem could be solved, but what about 
the platform? That seemed to be a more 
knotty problem, but the panel noted that 
a number of high-performance test air- 
craft might possibly be converted into 
such platforms—assuming that consid- 
erable technological problems were 
solved. 

At that point, the panel had the good 
fortune to encounter Clarence “Kelly” 
Johnson, of Lockheed—a man who was 
already a legend in the airplane-design 
business. He had made his mark with a 
number of aeronautical miracles, among 
them the first American jet fighter, the F- 

_80 “Shooting Star,” which in 1945 took an 
unheard-of total of 141 days from design 
to production. 

Johnson did not suffer fools gladly, and 
his independent style, hands-on philos- 
ophy, and disregard for bureaucratic 
convention were nervously tolerated by 
Lockheed executives, a number of whom 
Johnson did not hesitate to upbraid when 
he thought they were interfering in his 
projects. (Once, when asked the secret 
of his success, Johnson snapped, “! get 
a few good men and drown the rest.") 

Lockheed had the sense to leave its 
brilliant, if somewhat foul-tempered, de- 
signer alone. Johnson spent most of his 
time in what was officially known as Air 
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‘Force Plant No. 42 (on the edge of the 
desert at Lockheed’s Palmdale, Califor- 
nia, plant), working out designs that were 
literally made by hand to his specifica- 
tions. Plant No. 42 was more familiarly 
known around Lockheed as the “Skunk 
Works,” after the mysterious still in the 
“Li'l Abner" comic strip that produced the 
famous Kickapoo Joy Juice. 

Among the projects Johnson was 
working on in 1954 was a test airplane 
known innocuously as Utilit used to 
test engines and other systems at high 
altitudes, where the next generation of jet 
fighters was expected to operate. One of 
Johnson's more innovative designs, Util- 
ity-2 was difficult to describe: something 
of a glider-sailplane with turbojets, long, 
light wings, and a needlelike shape. Al- 
though it had a phenomenal 4,000-mile 
range, it looked unlike any other plane 
ever to take to the air. 

But no matter how odd it looked, the 
panel realized that Utility-2—soon most 
often referred to by its nickname, U-2— 
was that perfect reconnaissance plat- 
form they had been seeking. Johnson 
promised he could make the U-2 into a 
spy plane. And hooked up with a new 
Land invention—special long-focus 
cameras that could scan continuously 
through seven apertures—Johnson's U- 
2 was the most astounding technical de- 
velopment up to that point in the history 
of espionage. Here at last was the per- 
fect spy: It could fly at the then astonish- 
ing altitude of 90,000 feet and snap de- 
tailed reconnaissance pictures, safely out 
of the reach of any known jet fighter, mis- 
sile, or other hazard. 

But only a few people connected with 
the U-2 knew that for all of its marvelous 
qualities, the plane had an Achilles’ heel: 
a tendency to flame out at high altitudes. 
Flameout—the stalling of jet engines in 
thin air because of the lack of oxygen— 
was of special concern to the U-2 pilots, 
for it meant they had to glide down to a 
lower altitude, then restart the engine. But 
the U-2's fuel, a specially refined kero- 
sene, was difficult to ignite. The pilots 
often would have to drop even lower, to 
approximately 30,000 feet, in order to get 
sufficient oxygen for restarting the en- 
gines. And 30,000 feet was where jet 
fighters and surface-to-air missiles could 
easily attack. 

That is precisely what happened to pi- 
lot Francis Gary Powers on the afternoon 
of May 5, 1960. When he suddenly re- 
ported a flameout that afternoon, CIA of- 
ficials knew he was in serious difficulty. 
Powers at that point was overflying the 
Soviet industrial city of Sverdlovsk, ringed 
with the most advanced surface-to-air 
missiles; if he had to drop to a lower al- 
titude to restart his engine, he would come 
into missile range. Powers dropped to that 
altitude, and the U-2 was struck by a 
Russian surface-to-air missile. 


The Powers incident did not completely 
end the U-2 program—the plane is still 
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used to this day for overflights of poorly 
defended areas—but it did shatter the 
American confidence in the U-2 as the 
final answer to the problem of obtaining 
strategic intelligence on the Soviet Union. 
However, an even more amazing substi- 
tute was being readied. 

Just before dawn on April 1, 1960, a 
Thor-Able rocket lifted off from Cape 
Canaveral, Florida, with a 290-pound 
satellite in its nose. Called le- 
vision and infrared observation satellite), 
the satellite basically was designed to 
photograph cloud formations from 
above—fulfilling a long-standing dream 
of meteorologists, who had claimed for 
years that high-altitude observation was 
required in order to make accurate fore- 
casts. Additionally, the scientists hoped 
that observation of weather patterns on 
earth would afford early warning of major 
weather disasters, including hurricanes 
and typhoons. 

But TIROS was also a bold experiment 
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A factory behind the 
Iron Curtain produces nothing 
but rubber MIGs, 
phony submarines, and other 
decoys to hoodwink 
American satellites and 
spy planes. 
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in espionage, designed to test whether a 
high-orbiting satellite—far from radar, 
missiles, and fighters—could carry out 
photographic reconnaissance. There was 
some question whether such reconnais- 
sance, hundreds of miles up in space, 
could duplicate the U-2's capabilities; 
some experts argued that because so 
much of the earth's surface was socked 
in by weather systems at heights of 100 
miles and above, it was very doubtful that 
a satellite could ever see ground targets. 

TIROS carried the latest marvels of 
American technology—in particular, two 
television cameras powered by nickel 
cadmium batteries recharged by 9,000 
solar cells. Each camera—actually a so- 
phisticated television tube combined with 
a focal-plane shutter—could store the 
pictures it snapped ona tube screen. An 
electron beam converted the stored im- 
age into electronic signals, which were 
then transmitted directly to ground re- 
ceivers or recorded on magnetic tape. 
When the satellite came within range of 
a ground station, it could be ordered by 
radio signal to “play" its tape for the sta- 
tion to pick up. 

Two hours after its maiden flight be- 


gan, TIROS's first pictures shocked the 
meteorologists and the more expectant 
CIA and Air Force experts who were 
awaiting the results: everything could be 
seen clearly. To the surprise of all the ex- 
perts, TIROS showed that, in clear 
weather, satellite cameras saw in detail 
everything within the scope of their lens- 
es. The pictures from the first pass over 
the Soviet Union and China were so clear 
that the smallest details of air-base run- 
ways, planes, missile sites, and military 
bases could be picked out easily, even 
by the untrained eye. 

The stunning success of TIROS revo- 
lutionized intelligence collection almost 
overnight. It proved that a satellite was 
capable not only of obtaining sharp re- 
connaissance pictures, but of eliminating 
the need for a pilot. As an extra bonus, 
the satellite was invulnerable to any proj- 
ected possible threat, since it operated 
high in space. 

The United States took a quantum jump 
in spy-satellite capability in 1971, when 
the first of the Big Bird satellites were 
launched. They were equipped with high- 
resolution television cameras, which can 
scan wide swaths of land on every pass, 
supplemented by highly sophisticated 
cameras which take detailed pictures. 
Even more amazing were the ‘KH (for 
“keyhole”) satellites launched three years 
later. KH has special sensitive cameras 
that can measure images in terms of heat 
(thus detecting even subtle changes), 
along with multispectral scanning de- 
vices that register wavelengths, picking 
up images that even the most sensitive 
photographic films can't detect. 

The key to the success of the American 
spy satellites has been U.S. technology's 
ability to dramatically improve ground 
resolution—the size of the smallest pos- 
sible object distinguishable in a satellite 
camera's picture. A good deal of that ca- 
pability has been revealed by the U.S. 
space program, which routinely pub- 
lishes amazingly detailed pictures taken 
by its nonmilitary spacecraft and satel- 
lites. But even those pictures represent 
child's play for spy-satellite cameras, 
which can achieve ground resolution of 
about four inches from 100 miles away. 

Technology has also made a number 
of dramatic improvements in how much 
data can be received from a spy satellite. 
In the beginning, the Air Force borrowed 
an old idea from the Moby Dick program 
and began retrieving photo capsules 
parachuted from satellites, using the tra- 
peze-hook method that once snared 
Skyhook balloons. The method is still 
used for photos produced by “quick-look” 
spy satellites that sweep in relatively low 
(about 100 miles up) over a particular tar- 
get to take pictures. Most satellite im- 
agery, however, is returned by electronic 
signal, produced by a system aboard the 
satellite that takes the pictures, instantly 
develops them, then stores the images 
on a television scanner that transmits the 
data to earth, where they're fed into large

computers for processing. 

The technological revolution that cre- 
ated the spy satellites has also been 
packing ever more sophisticated capa- 
bilities into them. The reason is microcir- 
Cuit chips, which can now be made five 
or seven microns wide (each micron is 
one-millionth of a meter), much thinner 
than a human hair. American intelligence, 
however, is in the forefront of an effort to 


develop one cro ido (very 
high-speed integrated chips) that can 
store prodigious amounts of data. How 
much data? A map of the United States 
printed on a sheet of paper only 20 inches 
wide would show every single street in 
the entire country, represented by lines 
only a half-micron wide. 

Combined with other advances in var- 
ious sensing devices, that would give spy 
satellites a truly awesome capability. The 
newest generation of satellites now op- 
erating include such advances as im- 

i r (which can see and map 
ground targets even through heavy 
clouds), infrared radiometer and thermal 
infrared scanners (which can detect un- 
derground construction), mosaic in- 
frared detectors (which can spot heat 
sources at night, especially missile and 
aircraft exhausts), and multispectral 

scanners (which can take several pic- 
tures at the same time in different regions 
of the visible light spectrum and infrared 
bands). Additionally, new computers al- 
low analysts to manipulate this data to 
bring out subtle details. 

Much less is known, however, about a 
second type of spy satellite—the ones 
that collect ELINT an (elec- 
tronics and communications intelli- 
gence). These remain the U.S. govern- 
ment's deepest intelligence secrets, and 
its chief concern. 

The reason for the American concern 
is technology: Radar, phone scramblers, 
radio communication networks, and 
electronic warning complexes have be- 
come an important part of a nation’s ar- 
senal—and therefore a prime target for 
intelligence. Getting at those electronic 
webs in the Soviet Union has presented 
a problem, for most of them are deep in 
the heartland, out of the range of eaves- 
dropping devices. The initial solution was 
to attack the web at its outer fringes. 

Beginning in 1946, U.S. " most 
of them cargo planes jammed with elec- 
tronic listening gear, flew missions along 
the Iron Curtain borders. Inside the 
planes, military and National Security 
Agency electronics experts moved the 
receiver dials slowly, hoping to pick up 
any interesting transmissions from the 
other side of the border, ranging from 
tactical orders to high-level communi- 
cations with Moscow. 

Some of the ferrets, however, played a 
much more dangerous game: They would 
make a headlong dash across the Iron 
Curtain into the airspace of an Eastern 
European country (or, in other areas, 
across the Soviet border itself), deliber- 
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ately setting off air-defense alarms. Those 
transmissions, invaluable for showing the 
strength, response time, and pulse levels 
of radars, were recorded as the ferret 
suddenly turned tail and headed back at 
top speed for home. Some didn't make 
it: Almost half of the several dozen Amer- 
ican spy planes shot down by the Rus- 
sians while flying the “fringe route" from 
1946 to 1960 were electronics ferrets. 
The ferret missions were supple- 
mented with a wide range of sometimes 
ingenious efforts to tap into Soviet com- 
munication nets. Among them was one 
of the more bizarre operations designed 
to gather communications intelligence on 
the Soviet Union: monitoring stations set 
up on several small ice islands near the 
North Pole, where they were ideally sit- 
uated to pick up Soviet military transmis- 
sions from Russian territory on the other 
side of the Pole (and provide warning of 
Soviet strategic attack). But a freak early- 
spring thaw in 1954 suddenly caused one 
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The dangers of 
operating communications 
intelligence near 
Russia were demonstrated when 
an Air Force unit on 
a North Pole island drifted 
into Soviet territory. 
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of the islands to begin floating into Soviet 
territory—while the Air Force detachment 
on it wondered what would happen to 
them and all their monitoring equipment 
when they fell into Russian hands. The 
Air Force sent a plane to pick up the men 
and their equipment, but it crashed on 
landing and was unable to take off. 

Meanwhile, Russian planes began 
buzzing the island, and the leader of the 
detachment, fearing imminent Soviet at- 
tack, ordered his men to dig in—and dis- 
covered that it was impossible to dig into 
the thick pack ice. To make matters worse, 
the monitoring equipment detected what 
was thought to be a flight of Soviet bomb- 
ers headed for the North American con- 
tinent. An alarm was radioed, and the en- 
tire American air-defense system went on 
alert—only to find that they had been 
alerted for a flight of migrating Siberian 
fish ducks. 

An emergency Air Force helicopter fi- 
nally lifted the men and their equipment 
off the ice island before the Russians 
could grab them, but the incident again 
demonstrated the dangers of operating 
communications intelligence, even on the 
fringes of the Soviet Union. (This episode 


served as the basis for the popular book 
and movie, /ce Station Zebra.) 

With the advent of satellite technology, 
a considerable amount of ELINT and 
COMMINT was put aboard special ferret 
satellites that were piggybacked onto 
photo-reconnaissance satellites. The first. 
ferret satellite was launched in 1962, and 
with advances in sensor technology, they 
are now able to record a vast amount of 
electronic transmissions while orbiting 
about 300 miles high. At that altitude, the 
satellites are invulnerable to attack—al- 
though there are recurring attempts to 
jam them electronically—but there has 
been much more danger associated with 
some of the supplements to the ferret sat- 
ellites. One was an operation that con- 
verted old World War || Liberty merchant 
ships into floating electronics-intercep- 
tion platforms; packed with radars and 
radio receivers, the ships, including the 
ill-fated Liberty and Puebio, slowly sailed 
in waters just off the borders of assorted 
hot spots, recording every electronic 
transmission they could reach. Even more 
dangerous was the De Soto program, 
composed of patrols of U.S. Navy de- 
stroyers packed with electronics-inter- 
ception gear that, during the early 1960s, 
deliberately provoked coastal defense 
radars in North Vietnam—a program that 
finally led to the fateful attack in 1964 on 
two De Soto destroyers in the Tonkin Gulf. 

Why would these dangerous opera- 
tions continue, even after ELINT and 
COMMINT functions were put aboard 
satellites? Because unlike photo recon- 
naissance, collecting electronic trans- 
missions involves much more (and much 
heavier) equipment. The Ameri- 
can ELINT plane shot down by North Ko- 
rea in 1969, for example, had a crew of 
31 and six tons of eavesdropping equip- 
ment aboard; it will be quite some time 
before that amount of equipment can be 
miniaturized for use aboard satellites. 

American intelligence has now sur- 
rounded its perceived enemies, notably 
the Soviet Union, with a vast electronic 
eavesdropping web whose size, com- 
plexity, and thoroughness remain un- 
matched in the history of espionage. Be- 
sides the satellites, there are 2,000 
listening posts all around the world to 
eavesdrop on military communications, 
a half-dozen huge radar complexes to 
monitor missile tests, and a sprawling 
communications-interception operation 
in Cheltenham, England—run in con- 
junction with Canada and Great Britain— 
that picks up virtually all military com- 
munications in Eastern Europe. Addition- 
ally, the Americans are now deploying the 
very latest in COMMINT—robot elec- 
tronic snoops planted at various sites in- 
side the Soviet Union. About the size of 
a small handbag, the robots are unbe- 
lievably sophisticated electronic eaves- 
dropping devices, capable of automati- 
cally gathering transmissions from 
superhigh frequencies being broadcast 
miles away, then encoding and transmit- 
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ting them up to 300 miles to a passing 
plane or satellite. 

(Although the robots are still highly se- 
cret in the United States, the Russians 
found out about them when one of the 
robots, carefully concealed inside an ar- 
tificial tree stump, was sited in a forest 
near Moscow. The CIA agents who did 
the job made a serious mistake: They put 
the robot inside a fake pine-tree stump. 
which they placed in a grove of aspen 
trees. A pine tree in an aspen grove is 
very rare in the Soviet Union, and the ro- 
bot inside was soon detected.) 

All of this seems almost breathtaking: 
a huge clockwork operation of such in- 
geniousness, and one so airtight. that 
nothing could ever escape. And yet that 
is not what has happened; the supreme 
irony of modern American intelligence is 
the discovery by many of its practitioners 
that the more sophisticated the collection 
system, the more ambiguity in the re- 
sulting intelligence judgments there 
seems to be. 

Consider what happened in late 1970, 
when U.S. photo-reconnaissance satel- 
lites detected the building of what ap- 
peared to be 80 new Soviet ICBM silos 
That triggered an intelligence alarm. but 
three years passed while various com- 
ponents of the American intelligence 
community argued over its significance 
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Not until 1973 were the Russians asked 
formally about the silos—they re- 
sponded that they were command and 
control silos. not missile emplace- 
ments—and it took until 1977 for the de- 
bate finally to be cleared up. (The Rus- 
sians were telling the truth.) 

Another shortcoming discovered in 
technical collection systems is their vul- 
nerability to deception. The Soviets have 
been developing the art of concealment 
to a fine edge. and one entire factory in 
Czechoslovakia produces nothing but 
rubber MiGs, phony submarines, and 
other'decoys, all designed to hoodwink 
American satellites and spy planes. The 
very precision of spy satellites—their 
tracks can be predicted exactly, allowing 
analysts to pinpoint what the sensors de- 
tect—is also a major disadvantage. The 
Russians know when the satellites are 
overhead and when they're on the other 
side of the world, allowing for a wide range 
of concealment activities when the sat- 
ellites aren't around 

Even when the satellites are looking 
there is some question whether they're 
detecting what they're supposed to de- 
tect. On Séptember 22. 1979. for exam- 
ple, an American iB satellite. scan- 
ning the southern Atlantic for any sign of 
a nuclear explosion. registered two in- 
tense bursts of light. the characteristic

double pulse of an atomic detonation. The 
VELA sighting caused a sensation in the 
American intelligence community, but 
however conclusive intelligence analysts 
regarded the evidence to be—they were 
convinced that either Israel or South Af- 
rica had carried out a test of a nuclear- 
warhead missile—it was insufficient far 
the White House. 

As President Carter noted, with some 
justification, the United States was not 
about to make the sensational charge that 
Israel, a close American ally, or South Af- 
rica had set off an atomic weapon. Not, 
that is, without having more conclusive 
evidence. Where was the fallout from the 
blast? Was there any confirmation from 
other intelligence sources? Could the in- 
telligence agencies certify that no natu- 
ral phenomenon—such as a meteor— 
was responsible for the flash the VELA 
detected? They could not 

And in that admission lay the crux of 
the problem, a problem that continues to 
bedevil American intelligence. At root, its 
great web of electronic and photo- 
graphic snoops amounts to a collection 
of dumb machines. able to record, but 
not to think 

As we have learned the hard way, 
overreliance on such technology leads to 
confusion—much more than we ever 
dreamed.O+—q

MICK 
JAGGER 


@lt would be nice if someone 
in the press cared about anyone's personal 
feelings.

n the early 1960s, al- 

most 200 years after 

they lost the Revolu- 

tionary War, the British 
recaptured America. Their 
invasion was not led by flo- 
tillas of the King’s Navy car- 
rying thousands of foreign 
mercenaries, but by small 
bands of strange-looking 
young men with even 
stranger names—Beatles, 
Animals, Herman's Her- 
mits, Kinks. The musical 
revolution that ensued 
changed American culture 
forever. 

Of all the rock 'n’ roll 
bands who led this revolu- 
tion, none have made a 
greater or more enduring 
impact than the Rolling 


Stones. Few would debate 
that they have earned their 
sobriquet of “The World's 
Greatest Rock ‘n’ Roll 
Band.” And the greatest 
band has also produced 
rock 'n’ roll's greatest leg- 
end, Mick Jagger. No one 
not John Lennon, not Bob 
Dylan, not even Elvis Pres- 
ley—has better personified 
the burning sexual creativ- 
ity of great rock 'n’ roll 
Mick Jagger was born 42 
years ago, when the Ger- 
man Luftwaffe was still 
dropping bombs on Lon- 
don. The oldest of two sons, 
Jagger was raised ina 
middle-class suburban 
household in Kent. Al- 
though Jagger's image 's 
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el think what upset people is that 
| said what | thought, and that was at a time 
when very few people did.? 
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that of a tough, swaggering working-class 
lad, his upbringing was really very bour- 
geois. His father, Basil, was a physical- 
education teacher and lecturer, and his 
Australian-born mother, Eva, was a 
woman who took great pride in her home 
and children. 

It was a religious, strictly run house- 
hold where misbehavior was quickly and 
severely punished. Young Mick excelled 
in sports and did well in school. Indeed, 
Jagger's enrollment in the London School 
of Economics appeared to ensure his fu- 
ture as a solid citizen of Queen Eliza- 
beth's realm. 

But in the mid-fifties, something called 
rock 'n’ roll cast a spell on Jagger and 
thousands of others of his generation. The 
music was exported from America, but it 
was more revered in Great Britain than 
back home. The music of Little Richard, 
Buddy Holly, and Bill Haley and the Com- 
ets, as well as the rhythm and blues of 
Muddy Waters and Jimmy Reed, in- 
spired Mick to envision a future more in- 
teresting and exciting than the drab re- 
spectability of British economics. 

The Rolling Stones were born in Lon- 
don in 1962. Jagger and Keith Richards 
are the only members who remain from 
the original group. They saw themselves 
as rhythm and blues purists, catering to 
jazz snobs in small Soho clubs. Their 
name was taken from an old Muddy 
Waters song, “Rollin’ Stone.” There wasn't 
much money to be made playing music 
in small London pubs, and Jagger kept 
his options for the future open by re- 
maining enrolled at the London School of 
Economics. |In fact, in 1963, when the 
Beatles were beginning their rise to su- 
perstardom, very little seemed to be 
happening for the Rolling Stones. It wasn't 
until a teenage impresario named An- 
drew Loog Oldham became the band's 
manager that things began to turn around 
for the group. With a record contract and 
a 1964 tour of America planned, Jagger 
decided to make a full commitment to the 
band and dropped out of school—a de- 
cision, Jagger says, that his parents did 
not easily accept. 

The Rolling Stones followed on the 
heels of the Beatles with their 1964 visit 
to America. Already, rock 'n’ roll fans were 
choosing sides between the Stones and 
the Beatles. In Britain, the Stones were 
being compared unfavorably by the press 
to the Fab Four. The Beatles were clean- 
cut, their audiences were relatively well- 
behaved, and their music did not shake 
the establishment unduly. The Stones, on 
the other hand, were unruly, coarse, and

At first came mountain- 
eering. Most vividly re- 
membered are Sir Ed- 
mund Hillary and his team 
who, “because it was 
there,” set out to conquer 
Mount Everest in the early 
fifties. Their backs laden 
with pounds of equip- 
ment and their bodies lay- 
ered in protective cloth- 
ing, the group plodded, 
gradually, to the top of the 
highest mountain in the 
world. But the last dec- 
ade has given birth to a 
new breed of climber who, 
ironically, is the antithesis 
of his/her awkward pre- 
decessors. Agile and em- 
anating balletic grace, to- 
day's climber scales a 
rock face aided at most by 
a rope and a few pitons. 

The extreme form of 
contemporary rock climb- 
ing is called “soloing,” or 
“free climbing,” which 
means literally climbing 
using only your hands, 
feet, and hopefully a 
heavy dose of God's will. 


“The purest form of climb- 
ing is soloing a rock face 
you've never climbed be- 
fore,” says Ed Barry, a 
veteran climber from 
Northern California. “| re- 
member soloing this route, 
and when | got to the top 
and looked out over the 
mountains, | felt like the 
master of my universe. | 
felt godlike.” 

It has been estimated 
that there are more than 
60,000 avid climbers in 
America, scaling peaks 
from New York's Shawan- 
gunks to California's El 
Capitan. Some are hard- 
core climbers who have 
left lucrative desk jobs in 
order to pursue much less 
lucrative, yet more per- 
sonally fulfilling, careers 
as rock climbers. Others 
climb on weekends, 
keeping in shape by run- 
ning and by developing 
the upper body and legs 
with the persistent prac- 
tice of “bouldering,” an 
exercise in learning how

to traverse stone. 

Today's climbers range 
from high school teenag- 
ers to septuagenarian 
physicists, the common 
denominator being their 
inexhaustible passion for 
the sport and their indi- 
vidualistic personalities. 
“| think a lot of hard-core 
climbers are loners,” says 
Barry. “One reason is be- 
cause of the incredible 
risks a serious climber 
takes. There have been 
about four or five times in 
my 15 years of climbing 
that | was sure | was going 
to die. My life flashed be- 
fore my eyes, my arms 
were pumped, and my 
fingers felt as if they would 
peel off the rock. It made 
me value my life. And | 
said to myself, 'God- 
damn, what | have is what 
every person should 
want.’ " 

Lynn Hill, director of the 
climbing school Peak Per- 
formance in New Paltz, 
New York, thinks that 


“there are a lot of extreme 
personalities attracted to 
climbing. But they are all 
physically aware, and driv- 
en to challenge them- 
selves.” What attracts Hill 
to the sport? “It's just a lot 
of fun. It’s like being a kid 
again and having a huge 
jungle gym.” 

There's no doubt that 
today's climbers are in- 
deed quintessential Amer- 
ican athletes. Their objec- 
tive is neither to be 
nourished from the col- 
lective energy of team 
spirit, nor to crush their 
opponents. Instead, they 
undergo an internal strug- 
gle to challenge and bet- 
ter themselves, to defy 
gravity time and time 
again, to test the body and 
mind, and to feel both 
weightless and supernat- 
ural simultaneously. “'l 
think that climbing is like 
being an artist,” says 
Barry. “You have a pas- 
sion and you need to con- 


tinually satisfy it." O+-—q 
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dangerous, with audiences comprised of 
hysterical teenagers who seemed ready 
to pour into the streets. In short, the Roll- 
ing Stones—led by a sexually threaten- 
ing Mick Jagger—became the favorite 
targets of British journalists. 

Through the years, as their popularity 
soared and their success grew, so did 
the turmoil that has been as much a part 
of the Stones as their music. There were 
the drug busts of Brian Jones, Keith, and 
Mick. Mick's “living in sin” with Marianne 
Faithfull shocked England and provided 
a field day for the more scurrilous mem- 
bers of the British press. Brian Jones's 
tragic drowning and the rumors following 
it continued to enhance their ugly image. 
Often, Stones concerts inspired vio- 
lence, the most famous incident occur- 
ting in 1969 at Altamont, in California, with 


the fatal stabbing of a Stones fan by the 
Hell's Angels. Yet, throughout all the 
madness, Mick continued to write and 
perform some of rock's greatest songs, 
all the while serving as the linchpin that 
held the Rolling Stones together. 

Has middle age tamed Mick Jagger? 
Penthouse wanted to know that and more. 
Although millions of words have been 
written about him, Jagger is not fond of 
giving interviews. Much of what the pub- 
lic thinks it knows about him has been 
written by people who, in his words, 
“spoke to me for five minutes.” Pent- 
house asked Special Features Editor Al- 
lan Sonnenschein to try to persuade Jag- 
ger to give us this exclusive, in-depth 
interview. After 11 months, Sonnenschein 
was finally successful. 

The interview took place over several 
days at the New York recording studio 
where Jagger was working on a new al- 
bum—one that will be a landmark for him. 
The recording, titled She’s the Boss at 


press time, is Jagger's first solo effort. 
For over a year he has worked at nothing 
else—writing all the songs in addition to 
overseeing all aspects of the production. 

Sonnenschein's first session with Jag- 
ger took place on Election Day last year 
as Mick took some time off from working 
on the album's final mixing. “Considering 
Jagger’s feelings about giving inter- 
views,” Sonnenschein tells us, “| wasn't 
certain how cooperative he would be. So 
| was surprised that, if anything, he went 
out of his way to make very sure that | 
was comfortable. 

“| wasn't too surprised to find that Jag- 
ger, a new father, was eager to discuss 
topics other than music. Perhaps one 
reason he has been so leery of the press 
is that he has been typecast as the quin- 
tessence of mindless sex, drugs, and 
rock 'n' roll. As we began our discussion, 
| decided it would be interesting to dis- 
cover other facets of his personality and 
opinions.” 


Penthouse: |t’s Election Day today. Any 
feelings about it? 

Jagger: Yeah. No taxation without rep- 
resentation! 

Penthouse: Does it surprise you that 
young people appear to overwhelmingly 
support President Reagan? 

Jagger: Well, Mondale is hardly a youth 
candidate. They see Reagan as an ef- 
fective person. The guy is tremendously 
popular. 

Penthouse: How about among minori- 
ties? 

Jagger: Some of the black people work- 
ing here in the studio were laughing when 
| asked them who they were voting for. 
Of course they're going to vote for Rea- 
gan. Anyone who is making a buck is vot- 
ing for Reagan. You don't have to be 
completely brilliant to figure that out. On 
the level of musicians that | know, black 
musicians, they voted for Reagan. 
Penthouse: Why? 

Jagger: | think that Ronald Reagan in- 
spires people. | think that he inspires in 
them that American ideal. 

Penthouse: Do you think that most Amer- 
icans relate to Reagan's political philos- 
ophy? 

Jagger: | think that people vote for Rea- 
gan because they like the guy. | don’t think 
they really know or care what his politics 
are. 

Penthouse: How successful a leader do 
you think Reagan has been? 

Jagger: Well, | can't say that his foreign 
policy has been a success. It’s a mess 
in Central America, it's a mess as far as 
any kind of dialogue with the other side 
is concerned, and we're at a low point in 
East-West relations. He also has a Middle 
East policy which has been, in terms of 
human lives, a bit disastrous. As far as 
the Iraq-Iran war, it has been no kind of 
policy. 

Penthouse: Has there been anything on 
the plus side? 

Jagger: On the plus side you could say 
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that the guy has spent more and more on 
atomic weapons than anyone else, which 
is what he said he was going to do when 
he came into office for the first time. 
Penthouse: Do you think that’s a positive 
thing? 

Jagger: Of course not! It's very danger- 
ous. We already have so many weapons, 
enough to blow ourselves up 2,000 times 
over. Reagan indulges in double-talk: “We 
have to increase military spending to 
achieve peace.” One gets used to hear- 
ing stuff like that. But we have so many 
weapons, it’s unbelievable. Why do we 
need any more? We never get rid of the 
old ones very quickly. 

Penthouse: So you think his reelection will 
be dangerous? 

Jagger: What I'm really saying is that | 
hope the guy does use his mandate to 
do some serious arms negotiations—at 
least try. 

Penthouse: What else would you like to 
see accomplished in his second term? 
Jagger: | hope that he meant it when he 
said he was for all the people in America, 
rich and poor. Many people have a feel- 
ing, and | think it is valid, that the rich and 
the middle class are catered to at the ex- 
pense of the poor. 

Penthouse: As a former student at the 
London School of Economics, does Rea- 
ganomics make sense to you? 

Jagger: It's worked. We've flimflammed a 
lat on economic policy in the last four 
years, but like in England, they have very 
high unemployment, but they don't have 
the budget deficit that we have here. What 
you pay for in bringing down inflation, you 
pay for in unemployment or a high deficit. 
In a free market, that’s how it works. So 
we're paying for it by the deficit. Now, 
how he's going to get us out of that | really 
don't know. We're probably going to get 
a huge deficit. 

Penthouse: Which we already have. 
Jagger: It's going to get worse. It's like a 
mountain. 


Penthouse: You said that Reagan is in- 
spiring. What about Margaret Thatcher? 
Jagger: Yeah! During the Falklands War 
she was a source of inspiration. Basically 
these right-wing figures are the inspiring 
ones at the moment. 

Penthouse: You made a very strong video 
called “Undercover of the Night” that took 
place in Central America and was banned 
by the BBC. Are you especially con- 
cerned about the situation in that part of 
the world? 

Jagger: | think it’s really dangerous in 
Central America. | mean—as someone 
who knows the region only slightly, and | 
don't claim any great knowledge—it's a 
problem of poverty. Poverty in those 
countries is acute and they're very close 
to us. These are totally exploited people. 
Nicaragua is a country very, very poor, 
very small, with few resources, governed 
for years by a tiny oligarchy of people 
who raped them under the protection of 
successive American governments. To- 
day, these countries need help econom- 
ically, not militarily. The shortsightedness 
of Western foreign policy is sad. Somoza 
was terrible—an awful, awful man. Even 
by the standards of the region the guy 
was seriously bad, and we went on sup- 
porting him until almost the bitter end. 
For what? The guy wasn't helping his 
country; he was not really helping the 
United States. 

Penthouse: Do you think the West has a 
moral obligation to help these people? 
Jagger: Yes! We have an obligation, 
whether it’s moral or not. If we don't take 
it, they're going to fuck around with us, 
one way or the other. If you don't give 
enough, then the guy that is the have-not 
is going to come and take of you. It's like 
that. You don't have to look after them 
totally, but there is a certain amount of 
responsibility one has to one's neigh- 
bors. 

Penthouse: Let's talk about the more se- 
rious world of rock 'n’ roll. The Stones will 
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be going on tour soon. Will you still be 
singing “Satisfaction”? 

Jagger: | don't think so. 

Penthouse: After 20 years, how much 
longer do you think that the Stones will 
be touring? 

Jagger: | guess it will become embar- 
rassing. .. . 

Penthouse: Outside of money, what mo- 
tivates you to keep on touring? 

Jagger: It’s a very hypothetical question, 
because there are very few musicians 
who go on tour for nothing. But we toured 
many years without earning great sums 
of money. We did a lot of concerts—very 
big, tiring, long, grinding tours of arenas 
where we should have made a fortune, 
and for whatever reason, we never made 
a lot of money. Actually, we didn't make 
big money until 1978. | enjoy to go on the 
road. | kind of miss it after a while. 
Penthouse: But isn't there a point when 
you feel that you are going through the 
motions? 

Jagger: That's the trick of doing it. You 
don't want to get to the point where you're 
going through the motions. | think that's 
a drag—a drag for you, a drag for the 
audience. If you limit it to 30 dates, | think 
that’s enough. If you want to do some 
more, then you should take some time 
out. All the money people, all the touring 
people will hate you because that means 
the machine comes to an end, and ob- 
viously they have to be paid before you 
go again. But | think if you want to do 
more than, say, 30 straight gigs, you've 
got to take a break. Otherwise you do 
tend to go on automatic pilot. Every band 
knows what that feels like. 

Penthouse: When you hear about the 
Jacksons selling tickets for $30 a show, 
do you feel that you’ve missed out on 
something? 

Jagger: No, not at all. | think that as far 
as ticket pricing, $20 is really enough to 
pay. 

Penthouse: Do you think it's fair to ask 
thousands of fans to pay $30 to hear the 
Jacksons play approximately 90 minutes 
of music? 

Jagger: For me, an hour and three-quar- 
ters of any rock band is enough. | mean 
an hour is enough for me. | can’t stand to 
see anyone for more than an hour. | don't 
mind to play for more than an hour. | 
played two hours on the last tour. Some- 
times a bit less, sometimes a bit more, 
sometimes two hours and 15 minutes, and 
| think that's too long. | get bored. 
Penthouse: So when Bruce Springsteen 
and his band play for four hours, it’s a bit 
too much? © 

Jagger: For a lot of Springsteen fans that’s 
great, and | don't want to take anything 
away from the fact that he plays that long. 
| liked the Springsteen show, | thought it 
was good. It didn't bore me, anyway, so 
that’s a good sign. 

Penthouse: After 20 years, how do you 
get yourself up for a concert? 

Jagger: Well, the same way you normally 
do. If you're playing to an audience of a 
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thousand, or 20,000 or 90,000 people, 
even if you're not “up” before you get out 
there, they get you up. It’s going to be a 
pretty bad audience that will make you 
lethargic. It's like in sports. You don't feel 
very good, but once you get out there 
you try your best and do your best and 
you're up for it. 

Penthouse: |n 1962, did you ever dream 
it was going to be like it has turned out 
for the Stones? 

Jagger: | don't think anybody really knew. 
Rock 'n' roll was in a very shaky kind of 
state when we started out. Today rock 'n’ 
roll is a huge industry, a self-serving in- 
dustry, with its concerts, record sales, and 
all the other paraphernalia and garbage 
in between. That didn't exist. People 
weren't making millions out of concerts. 
The records were good but the whole in- 
dustry of rock 'n’ roll did not exist as it 
does now. So when we came in, ob- 
viously, our expectations were never to 
be a big band, not for 20 years.

I'm not a male 
Chauvinist. In fact, | was 
kind of androgynous, 
and was always accused of 
being too feminine. 
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Penthouse: But things began to change 
when— 

Jagger: When the Beatles happened, and 
it was apparent that it might change. 
There was a big explosion in record sales, 
and shortly after, the concert thing was 
happening. 

Penthouse: So the Beatles were respon- 
sible for the success of rock 'n’ roll con- 
certs. 

Jagger: The Beatles’ Shea Stadium con- 
cert was the first major outdoor concert, 
but they never followed up on it. They 
could have done a stadium show like we 
did in 1981, but they never did that. In 
fact, no one ever did that. The outdoor 
show was something that was just done 
as a festival, and you had to have a huge 
array of talent, not just rely on one band. 
So the industry changed with the Rolling 
Stones. 

Penthouse: Would you say that the qual- 
ity of rock 'n’ roll concerts left a lot to be 
desired in those days? 

Jagger: It changed in 1969, when the 
sound systems started to get better. That 
was the beginning of the arena concert. 
That was when it got more professional, 
which was, for me, better. Before that it 


was a drag and you'd get booked in 
everywhere and it was just screaming 
kids and no one knew what was going 
on; it was just a joke, disorganized. Then, 
gradually, people from different areas with 
much more expertise in theater became 
involved in it and made it more profes- 
sional. 
Penthouse: You mentioned the impor- 
tance of the Beatles in the sixties rock 'n’ 
roll explosion. Were you a big Beatles fan 
at that time? 
Jagger: No, | never liked the Beatles. 
[Laughs] 
Penthouse: Didn't the Beatles help out 
the Stones in the early days? 
Jagger: Paul McCartney says that we 
didn't care to remember that they sold us 
a song for our first English Top Ten re- 
cord. | remember it very well and | always 
said that it was great. He seemed to im- 
ply that it was something | would like to 
forget. | remember it like it was yesterday. 
| have a very clear, precise idea of what 
went on and how Brian Jones made 
something out of this corny song, playing 
it like a blues steel-guitar solo, and made 
it kind of funky. 
Penthouse: Did the Beatles and you have 
a good personal relationship? 
Jagger: Yeah. | used to get on pretty well 
with John. | used to be friends with Paul. 
I mean... |'m pretty friendly with him. | 
saw George and Ringo the summer | was 
in England. | saw a bit of them. 
Penthouse: Has there always been com- 
petition between the Beatles and the 
Rolling Stones? 
Jagger: Yeah. It was real good to have 
that competition. Like | said before, there 
was this huge increase in record sales 
and the way into America was paved by 
them. Obviously, most of the compari- 
sons were ridiculous. 
Penthouse: While everyone takes it for 
granted that the Stones record their own 
material, it wasn't always like that. What 
made you decide to write and perform 
original songs?

Yes, we in the United States are smug about 
our free society. We've safely passed 1984. 


Wrong. There are no tyrants here to destroy us by substi- 


AND KEEP OU R tuting naked power for law, but powerful cheats corrode our 
constitutional core, routinely sacrificing public good to pri- 
vate greed. Unless we believe that legal commands translate 
FREEDOM into facts of life, that public officials honestly enforce laws 
and carry out orders, we lose faith in our republic. 


America's promise has always been liberty: freedom to 
develop our talents, to become ourselves fully. We need hon- 
est but limited government, delicately suspended between 
absolutism and anarchy. Corrupt public officials pose a great 
danger—but so do zealous investigators using undercover 
techniques to rid us of that corruption. Our problem is how 
to escape becoming a corrupt society without becoming a 
controlled one. The answer, | believe, lies in the adoption of 
a new double standard: holding public officials to a rigid 
code of behavior by constantly testing them, while guaran- 
teeing private citizens their traditional constitutional liberties. 

An egregious example of government overreaching to 
tempt innocent private citizens into criminal acts occurred 
when not too long ago, the FBI's Satan, Mel Weinberg, ze- 
toed in on Bob Guccione, Editor and Publisher of this mag- 
azine, attempting to prove him corruptible and mob-con- 
nected. “On the eyes of my children, | am not connected with 
anybody; | am totally my own man,” insisted Guccione, when 
Weinberg attempted to involve him in a bribery conspiracy. 
But Satan would not be denied; he tried to “figure a way to 
knock him out of the box. We got to get something on him 
and hold it over his head, and then he’s got to dance to our 
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tune.” Weinberg finally offered to pay the bribe himself if 
Guccione would only approve it. 

Although he stood to lose millions, Guccione did not dance. 
He withstood it all and steadfastly said no. A U.S. Senate 
committee, calling Guccione's victimization “chilling” and 
“offensive,” has urged legislation to make it entrapment per 
se whenever “federal law enforcement agents manipulate a 
defendant's personal, economic, or vocational situation to 
increase the likelihood of his committing that crime.” Too little 
too late. Although, as the Senate report puts it, “Guccione 
was the victim of undue interference by Weinberg in his busi- 
ness associations, unjustified manipulation of his business 
prospects, and unreasonable targeting,” an entrapment de- 
fense is obviously of no help to such honest citizens, who 
never go to trial. 

However, it is a fact of life that public officials are constantly 
under pressure by those who would corrupt them. Govern- 
ment must therefore duplicate this pressure to determine 
whether its officials are deserving of the public trust. 

The key. to keeping government honest and citizens free 
is a new double standard. Many experts denounce double 
standards as violating “equal protection under law,” but they 
are necessary to keep government straight. Avoiding tyr- 
anny and anarchy requires special protection for private cit- 
izens acting privately. That extra protection requires a double 
standard that promotes a vigorous attack on public corrup- 
tion while maintaining privacy and trust. 

Public officials are entrusted with public power. To help 
ensure that they uphold their oaths of office, let judges always 
assume that some agent of honest government monitors their 
use of public power. Let every legislator fear that each pass- 
ing lure may contain a hook. As Jefferson said, “When a man 
assumes a public trust, he should consider himself as public 
property.” 

Critics of undercover tactics insist that politicians are par- 
ticularly vulnerable to wrongful targeting, which can per- 
manently damage their reputations. Therefore, they say, po- 
lice should never institute “sting” operations without probable 
cause that a particular official is corrupt. This is completely 
wrong. Trained to think contingently and act cautiously—hav- 
ing reputations, positions, and fortunes to protect—public 
Officials, when corrupt, are most difficult to detect, but easy 
to deter. And almost everyone agrees that without stings, 
little corruption will be exposed. 

When public officials’ behavior is frequently and randomly 
sampled, no politician need be tarnished by the publicity of 
an integrity “audit.” Those who pass the test will have their 
careers enhanced. This randomly certified virtue is thera- 
peutic to our society. Government testing and monitoring of 


itself makes good government, but government testing and 
monitoring of private citizens in their private lives threatens 
a totalitarian destruction of our free society. 

There are problems with a double standard. Public officials 
are also citizens with private lives. Government agents should 
not ordinarily test public officials to see if they will commit 
private crimes. A simple rule would forbid offering simulated 
criminal opportunities to officials acting privately—unless in- 
vestigators have reasonable suspicion that their private 
weakness interferes with their public trust. 

| learned recently of a coercive blending of private and 
public: A resistant witness was given an added incentive to 
testify when his wife and girlfriend were both subpoenaed to 
appear before the grand jury at the same time. He cooper- 
ated to avoid that confrontation. This tactic, however effec- 
tive, is unfair, whether the witness is a private citizen or public 
Official. 

A ruthless president, or FBI director, misusing stings to 
accumulate dirt for blackmail, might gain control of the fed- 
eral government slowly and silently—and we would discover, 
long after we could prevent it, that the nation had been locked 
into tyranny. The odds are long, but the stakes are high. 
Ultimately, a corrupt free-for-all is better than a totalitarian 
freedom-for-none. 

We are at a critical point right now. The effectiveness and 
power of undercover tactics make them irresistible. They are 
wildly spreading throughout our society, perhaps beyond the 
point of no return. For example, undercover agents are now 
posing as out-of-town commercial hunters willing to pay local 
poachers for trophies of endangered animals—"Wildlife 
Agents Shift Tactics to Trap Poachers,” proclaims one head- 
line. This scam is the only technique that works when the 
victims, whose extinction would be truly a crime against na- 
ture, cannot complain. But to save our precious wildlife, we 
may sacrifice our own precious private freedoms. 

We law-abiding citizens have a right to imagine ourselves 
committing crimes, We may lust in our hearts. When the gov- 
ernment hooks into our otherwise unrealizable fantasies, it 
becomes the root of our evil. It punishes thought-crime. 

So what's next? Police agents posing as accountants to . 
infiltrate legitimate businesses? Spouses sending seductive 
undercover agents to test their mates’ fidelity? Imagine Big 
Brother watching us as we take long lunch hours and pocket 
paper clips. 

In order to trust each other privately, we must constantly 
suspect each other publicly; we must suspect both the cor- 
rupt and the corruption-fighters. To trust, we must doubt. For 
freedom, we require control. To attack hypocrisy we need a 
new double standard. O+—q 
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THE VIETNAM VETERANS ADVISER 


Those who were assured that last year's election results re- 
affirmed a national commitment to America’s veterans may 
feel the need to reassess the issues. In point of fact, that 
commitment is up for serious reconsideration by the White 
House and Congress in their collective attempt to avoid a 
full consideration of their own past follies. 

Since President Reagan's reelection, much has been said 
about the necessity to rethink the various veteran entitlement 
programs in terms of curbing current and near-term de- 
mands on the Treasury. Although President Reagan has de- 
clared that no current or future retirees will suffer a curtail- 
ment of their projected social security or Medicare benefits, 
it looks as though this declaration may become inoperative 
in the next year or so. Moreover, the likelihood exists that al/ 
entitlement programs may be 
cut altogether. 

Clearly, it makes no sense 
for those involved with veter- 
ans issues to anticipate that 
military service will count for 
much in the upcoming fiscal 
crunch. Logically following this 
progression will be the ques- 
tion, “What does the country 
owe its veterans?” And the re- 
sponse already being shouted 
by both isolationist and neo- 
conservative corners is, 
“Damn little!" 

Unfortunately, members of 
the Grace Commission, who 
advocated budget cuts in all 
manners of federal govern- 
ment operations, failed to address the question of where the 
troops would be recruited from in the event the United States 
was forced to make good on its national security commit- 
ments. Although the current all-volunteer force is reasonably 
effective, it does not have much in the way of real “bench 
strength." The notion of meeting these commitments by a 
teimposition of the draft is at best wishful nonsense. The 
children of today are no more likely to heed the draft call 
than did their fathers. If this sounds a bit extreme, wait until 
the intergenerational controversy occurs over maintaining 
social security benefits for current retirees. These are ques- 
tions cut out of the same bolt of cloth: That is, are national 
commitments to a group or class of citizens temporary in 
nature, and is honoring them a matter for the “current ma- 
jority” to decide? 

The foregoing is not veiled advocacy for failed social-wel- 
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The issue is 
whether veterans benefits and 
social security 
will continue in their status as 
earned entitlements 
or rather as welfare payments. 
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fare programs. Current large defense expenditures, for which 
there is a broad political consensus, do not guarantee the 
successful accomplishment of our national security objec- 
tives no matter how they may be defined. Success, leaving 
aside the evident waste, abuse, and fraud associated with 
$500 hammers, is dependent upon a majority’s willingness 
to accept the essential “unfairness” of military service. That 
willingness can no longer be assumed. For example, how 
many young people would choose to serve in the military 
forces if more than two-thirds of the veterans now receiving 
free care in VA hospitals are forced to pay for treatment under 
a plan that the White House has ordered from the Veterans 
Administration? At present, only 30 percent of VA patients 
are being treated for conditions that are directly service- 
related, according to officials. 
Under the plan ordered by the 
White House, the remaining 
patients would be required to 
pay the government for their 
health care. With only 2.2 mil- 
lion veterans presently certi- 
fied for service-related disa- 
bilities, a reduction of this 
magnitude would destroy the 
current $9-billion health-care 
system for veterans. 

This plan provides no solu- 
tion at all. It changes the re- 
quirements in midstream for 
those aging members of 
America's veteran population 
who must depend on the VAs 
medical-care system. In emo- 
tional impact, this situation is similar to that of today’s social 
security retirees, who, along with their widows and depend- 
ents, are labeled “freeloaders” because they are taking more 
out of social security than they had put into it. 

The issue as it stands, however, is whether veterans 
benefits and social security will continue in their status as 
earned entitlements or rather as welfare systems that are 
dependent upon the whims of the political majority of the 
moment. 

Solutions or alternatives to this economic plight must go 
beyond the terms of compassion, fairness, and decency, if 
national survival is indeed the intended goal. There exists 
the need to recognize that so-called entitlement programs 
serve the self-interest of both our present and future genera- 
tions. If there is no belief in a better tomorrow, the present may 
become a nightmare for us all_—William R. Corson O+—q

Adultery and Divorce: 

In the United States, adultery on 
the part of the female is more likely 
to lead to divorce than adultery on 
the part of the male. 


Birth-Control Responsibility: 

Males: It is the opinion of most men 
that birth control is the female's re- 
sponsibility. 

Females: Females also feel it is the 
responsibility of the woman. 


“Blue Balls”: 

Males: This is the name describ- 
ing the discomfort due to lack of or- 
gasm following sexual excitement 
among males. 

Females: lf orgasm does not occur 
in women, and high levels of sexual 
excitement result in pelvic conges- 
tion that leads to pain, discomfort, 
and physical complications, it is called 
Taylor's Syndrome. 


Daydreams: 

Problem-solying and sex are two 
favorite themes of both male and fe- 
male daydreamers. Sexual day- 
dreams are more common in men 
than in women, except between the 
ages of 30 and 34, when women have 
as many as men. The tendency to 
daydream decreases as people get 
older, although it usually spurts up- 
ward at middle age. 


Erections in the Morning and During 
Sleep: , 

Both men and women experience 
erections (of the penis in men and 
the clitoris in women) during sleep or 
upon waking. This is because the 
highest levels of testosterone (sex- 
ual desire—stimulating hormone) oc- 
cur just before sunrise, with the low- 
est levels at about 11 PM. Erections 
are also associated with rapid eye 
movement and can occur throughout

the night, while the individual is 
sleeping. 


Extramarital Intercourse: 

Men have more extramarital af- 
fairs than women. One out of every 
two married men will have an affair 
by the age of 45, while only one out 
of five married women will do so. 


Falling in Love: 

Males: Men fall in love faster than 
women; 25 percent fall in love by the 
first date. 

Females: Fifteen percent fall in 
love by the fourth date. 


Fertility and Heat; 

Males: Male fertility drops when 
genitals are exposed to high tem- 
peratures. 

Females: Female fertility is high- 
est when the room temperature is 64 
degrees Fahrenheit. 


Gonorrhea: 

Males: |n 1980, there were 538.8 
reported cases of gonorrhea per 
100,000 men. 

Females: There were 353.1 re- 
ported cases for every 100,000 
women. 


Ideal Man—What the Sexes Want: 
Male: Most men feel the ideal man 
would be warm and loving. 
Female: Women feel the ideal man 
would be gentle, expressive, and ro- 
mantic. 


Ideal Worman—What the Sexes Want: 
Males: “The man's ideal was a 
woman who was balanced between 
family- and self-orientation.” 
Females: “Women believe that 
men wanted a woman who was 
strongly oriented to her family, who 
was relatively passive and submis- 
sive in social and personal situa- 


PAINTING BY 
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tions, who clearly saw her role as wife 
and mother taking precedence over any 
possible activity as an individual outside 
the family.” 

These statements are from a fascinat- 
ing study done by the authors of Women 
in Therapy. They indicate that men want 
women to be devoted to both home and 
community and want them to experience 
self-realization—but women don't be- 
lieve that! 


Incest: 

Boys: It is estimated that about ten per- 
cent of boys have a sexual encounter with 
an adult—usually a relative. 

Girls: Between one-fourth and one-third 
of all girls are approached sexually by an 
adult male. Ten percent have a sexual 
encounter with a relative. 


Masturbation and Age: 

Male: Ninety-three percent of men 
masturbate and do so throughout their 
lives. 

Female: By the age of 45, 62 percent 
of all women have masturbated. Mastur- 
bation is more common among older 
women. 


Masturbation and Fantasy: 
Male: About half of the men surveyed 
usually fantasize during masturbation. 
Female: Over half of the females indi- 
cated that they fantasize during mastur- 
bation. 


Older People and Sex: 

The Kinsey Report indicates that four 
out of five men over the age of 60 are 
quite capable of having sexual relations, 
and that there is no sign of sexual decline 
in women. The Starr-Weiner study re- 
ports that a woman of 80 years has the 
same orgasmic potential as a woman of 
20. 


Orgasm and Arousal Time: 

Males: Men are aroused more quickly 
than women and can reach orgasm in a 
matter of seconds. 

Females: Women are generally be- 
lieved to respond more slowly than men 
(taking from ten to 20 minutes) to both 
arousal and climax. This does not apply 
to masturbation, so many people feel (and 
some research shows) that a woman's 
slower response time to arousal is 
learned. 


Orgasm During Sleep: 

Both sexes report this occurrence. 
Among women, the experience occurs 
more frequently with age. 


Orgasm Heights and Age: 

Males: Men are believed to reach the 
height of their desire for sex and also the 
height of intensity of orgasm in their late 
teens. 

Females: Females are believed to 
reach the heights of both sexual need 
and pleasure in their mid-thirties. 
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Orgasm, Inability to Achieve: 

Men: There is no specific information 
as to the numbers of men who are unable 
to achieve orgasm, either in terms of in- 
ability to achieve erection or to achieve 
orgasm with an erection. Authorities be- 
lieve that most men experience this tem- 
porarily at one time or another during their 
lives. 

Women: There are numerous reports 
on the numbers of women who never 
reach orgasm. The Hite Report, for in- 
stance, indicates that 12 percent never 
do. Redbook cites an incidence of seven 
percent, Cosmopolitan ten percent, and 
Starr-Weiner 1.5 percent. 


Orgasms, Multiple: 

Both sexes report multiple orgasms, 
although they are more common among 
women. 

Male: Each male orgasm is a distinct 
entity. The ability to achieve multiple or- 
gasms is at its peak in adolescent boys

and declines with age in the male. 

Female: Multiple orgasms in females 
are all a part of one orgasm, experienced 
as waves, with each one blending into 
the last. Kinsey reports that 14 percent 
of women with experience could have 
three to five orgasms within a few min- 
utes. 


Orgasms, Number of Prior to Marriage: 

Males: Men were found to have an av- 
erage of 1,523 orgasms prior to mar- 
riage. 

Females: Women were found to have 
had some 223 orgasms prior to marriage. 
(This is “old research” from The Kinsey 
Report. There are no similar data on 
women available for today, but many au- 
thorities think those numbers are now 
much larger!) 


Pedophilia (Sex With Children): 

Child molesters are men in 97 percent 
of the reported cases. Two to three hun- 
dred men for every one woman are pros- 
ecuted for child molesting. 


Penis Envy and Vagina Envy: 
Males: According to certain psy- 


choanalytic theories, men envy women’s 
ability to give birth. 

Females: Women are envious of the 
power and domination represented by the 
penis. 


Polygamy (Having More Than One 
Spouse): 

In a study of 853 human societies, the 
practice of having only one wife was the 
norm in only 16 percent.of them. Among 
the remaining 84 percent, polygamy was 
considered acceptable. 


Power in Love Relationships—What the 
Sexes Say They Want: 

Male: Eighty-seven percent of the men 
surveyed said they favored a relation- 
ship in which both male and female had 
equal power. 

Female: Ninety-five percent of the 
women said they favored equality in a 
relationship with a member of the oppo- 
site sex. 


Power in Relationships—What People Do: 

Male: Forty-two percent of the men 
polled thought they had equal power in 
a relationship. Three-fourths of the re- 
maining 58 percent felt they were the 
dominant partner, 

Female: Forty-nine percent of the 
women polled said they were equal in 
terms of power to the man in their rela- 
tionship. Two-thirds of the remaining 51 
percent felt the man “had the final say.” 


Power and Sexual Stability in Relation- 
ships: 

Males: Men with a greater desire for 
power than most are more discontent with 
their love lives and show less affection 
for their partners. Researchers con- 
cluded that men who have a great need 
for power have difficulty establishing sta- 
ble relationships with women. 

Females: Women with a greater need 
for power do not have less stable roman- 
tic relationships than those who show 
much less desire for power. 


Relationships With the Opposite Sex, Fear 
of: 

Male: Men fear they will either be 
smothered by a close relationship with a 
woman or that they will be rejected by 
her. 

Female: Women fear competition from 
other women or that they will be aban- 
doned by a man. 


Sex Drive and Neurotransmitters: 
Neurotransmitters are chemical mes- 
sages that send signals to various parts 
of the body. In the case of the sex drive, 
it is felt that the neurotransmitter sero- 
tonin increases the woman's sexual re- 
sponse. Thus, carbohydrates, which en- 
courage production of this chemical, are 
thought to be beneficial to a woman with 
a low sex drive. Since norepinephrine, 
which is stimulated by protein, plays a 
major role in the sex drive of the male, a

Sex, Good or Bad?: 

Male: \f sexual attraction is present, 
then sex can be good. A positive rela- 
tionship is not necessary for men to enjoy 
Sex. 

Female: |f the relationship is positive, 
then sex is good. Without a positive re- 
lationship, sex is usually not good for 
women. 


Sex Life of People Over 60: 

Women over 60 do not have as active 
a sex life as men over 60, due to a short- 
age of male partners. At age 60, 94 per- 
cent of men, but only 80 percent of 
women, are still active sexually. 


Sex Roles Presented in Grade School and 
Preschool Stories: 

Females are not depicted as often as 
males, and when they are, they play in- 
significant roles—with women baking or 
doing chores. In contrast, males are pre- 
sented as leading adventurous, exciting 
lives. 


Sex Roles, Traditional Views: 

Male: A man is seen as protecting the 
female because he is physically stronger. 
He initiates and makes the major deci- 
sions in the home. He is seen as the 
breadwinner. 

Female: A woman is seen as the care- 
taker of the home and children, and as 
one who cares for and defers to others. 


Sex, Teenagers’ Views Regarding Dis- 
cussing With Parents: 

Males: Sixty-six percent of the teenage 
males surveyed said they would not talk 
openly with their parents about sex. 

Females: Sixty-five percent of the 
teenage females said they would not talk 
openly about sex with their parents. 

The reasons given related to the teen- 
agers’ perception that their parents might 
be shocked or angry. 


Sexual Abuse, Mean Age of Victimized 
Children: 

Males: The mean age of males suffer- 
ing sexual abuse is 11. 

Females: The mean age of females 
suffering sexual abuse is ten. 


Sexual Activity After 40: 

Male: Testicular secretion declines after 
age 40, which accounts for the reduction 
in sexual activity among older men. 

Female: Sexual activity declines 
somewhat for women after its peak in their 
mid-thirties 


Sexual Activity and Energy: 

Various reports indicate that sexual 
activity and energy are linked in some 
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manner. The following information may 
shed light on the matter. 

Males: Men who are sexually active 
have increased levels of testosterone. 

Females: Women who are sexually ac- 
tive have increased levels of progester- 
one. the hormone that helps release en- 
ergy. They also have increased levels of 
testosterone, which is important in the 
utilization of proteins. 


Sexual Desire and the Seasons: 

Males: Sexual activity seems to peak 
in September. (Testosterone levels gen- 
erally crest at that time.) 

Females: Sexual activity often peaks in 
July and tapers off in September. 


Sexual Dysfunction: 

Males: One-third of the men inter- 
viewed indicated they had had a sexual 
dysfunction at one time in their lives 

Females: One-fourth of the women in- 
terviewed indicated they had had a sex- 
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The ability to 
achieve multiple orgasms 
is at its peak in 
adolescent boys and declines 
with age in the male. 
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ual dysfunction at some time in their lives. 


Sexual Dysfunction, Reactions to: 

Males: Men develop symptoms of 
depression and anxiety when either they 
or their partners are sexually dysfunc- 
tional (have some sexual difficulty) 

Females: Women whose husbands or 
lovers are dysfunctional in some way do 
not develop any symptoms. Women who 
are themselves considered dysfunc- 
tional do manifest anxiety. 


Sexual Harassment: 

In one study, men complained of being 
sexually harassed by both men and 
women. In 28 percent of the cases, it was 
by fellow male employees. Forty-two 
percent of the women surveyed com- 
plained of being harassed sexually by 
bosses and fellow employees. 


Sexual Intercourse, Complaints of Infre- 
quency: 

More women than men complain of in- 
frequent lovemaking. 


Sexual Peak, Age Differences: 
Male: Men seem. to. experience the 


greatest sexual desire in their late teens 
and early twenties. 

Female: Women's greatest sexual de- 
sire seems to occur in their thirties. 


Sexual Problem Most Commonly Dis- 
cussed With Physicians: 

Males: Premature ejaculation and sex- 
ual impotence are the male problems 
most frequently discussed with physi- 
cians. 

Females: Failure to achieve orgasm is 
probably the most common female sex- 
ual problem discussed with physicians. 


Sexual Relations With a Stranger for One 
Million Dollars: 

Male: Seventy-eight percent of the men 
surveyed said they would consent to 
sexual intercourse with a stranger in re- 
turn for a million dollars. 

Female: Fifty-eight percent of the 
women surveyed said they would con- 
sent. 


Stress and Infertility: 
Male: Stress can cause muscle spasms 
in the sperm ducts and thus interfere with 


‘ the transmission of semen. 


Female: Stress can cause an enlarged 
uterus, prevent ovulation, and stimulate 
abnormal cervical secretions that im- 
mobilize sperm. It can also disturb uter- 
ine blood circulation enough to detach 
the placenta, and lead to spontaneous 
abortion. 


Stress and Its Effect on Sexual Glands: 

Male: Stress can impede sexual hor- 
mone production and sperm production. 
Men under stress usually have a dimin- 
ished sex drive and may ejaculate pre- 
maturely. 

Female: Stress may cause heavy pe- 
riods in women and can reduce the flow 
of milk in nursing mothers. 


Valium and Breast Enlargement: 
Male: Some men experience breast 
enlargement after using Valium. 
Female: Breast enlargement is not a 
reported side effect of Valium use among 
women. 


Violence and Lovers: 

One-fourth of American couples en- 
gage in at least one physically violent ep- 
isode during a relationship. 


Virginity Loss: 
Males: Forty-three percent of males 
lose their virginity by the time they are 16. 
Females: Thirty-one percent of fe- 
males lose their virginity by the time they

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Penthouse: How does the Jagger-Rich- 
ards songwriting team work? 

Jagger: Well, when we started off, Keith 
used to hum a melody that he got from 
somewhere or he made up or whatever. 
| would try to make up words and we'd 
just sit there and strum along—and bas- 
ically, that's what we still do. The way we 
started off, | just wrote the lyrics and Keith 
wrote the melodies. | still write all the lyr- 
ics, more or less. 

Penthouse: Let's talk about the lyrics that 
you write. What about, for instance, your 
attitude toward women? 

Jagger: Hmm... 

Penthouse: You've gotten a lot of criti- 
cism about it. 

Jagger: Yeah. It was sort of fashionable 
at one time to be critical like that. Of 
course, when you're very immature, | think 
a lot of times you write from the heart and 
you also just copy things from other peo- 
ple. | think what upset people is, in the 
early lyrics, that | just said what | thought 
and that was at a time when very few 
people did. 

Penthouse: Early rock 'n’ roll lyrics were 
kind of banal. 

Jagger: | mean that there was no honesty 
in them. |'m talking about not even the 
semblance of any kind of real-life occur- 
rences in lyrics until Bob Dylan influ- 
enced people to write in a slightly differ- 
ent way. And our attitude toward women 
was a bit more hard-edged than the nor- 
mal pop-song attitude, which, up to that 
point, was like “Venus in Blue Jeans,” and 
it was never “you bitch.” 

Penthouse: Have you had much that is 
nice to say about women? 

Jagger: You get an awful lot of the other 
kind of lyrics in Rolling Stones songs, 
being kind or praising the opposite sex 
to the sky in the traditional sense of the 
lyric writer. 

Penthouse: But that sentimentality is not 
as much fun for you? 

Jagger: No, | do that a lot. | think that the 
really rotten thing is that I've written a lot 
of songs that are romantic—love songs, 
as well—that people don't always re- 
member. 

Penthouse: Is Mick Jagger a male chau- 
vinist? 

Jagger: I'm not a male chauvinist. Not at 
all. In fact, I'm just the opposite. | was 
kind of androgynous, and was always 
being accused of being too feminine, in 
fact, rather than being too masculine. | 
was never accused of being a macho fig- 
ure. | was the total opposite of the macho 
figure. | was always the guy you could 
imagine making paté in my kitchen. And 
| never had a relationship with a woman 
where she had to stay home. 

But, to go beyond my own experience 
for a minute, you have to realize that, for 
a long time, the status of women will be 
different. They have special, not only bi- 
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ological, but spiritual and cultural values 
having to do with childbirth and child- 
rearing, and because of that their role in 
society is going to be different. Women 
who only have careers and don't have 
children will probably feel incomplete as 
a woman. So most women want to have 
children and a career, and that will place 
a big burden on them and their hus- 
bands—and on society. 

Penthouse: Why is it a burden? 

Jagger: Because someone has got to look 
after these children. There is a great 
shortage of child care on the middle-class 
level, but on the poorer level—where 
people have got to work—there's a prob- 
lem with these kids running loose on the 
streets and not being properly looked 
after. | agree that women should work and 
| personally like women who work, but it 
is something that we have to deal with in 
society as a whole because it does pre- 
sent problems. 

Penthouse: Would you personally like to

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have a woman who stayed at home? 
Jagger: | don’t know! | never had one. 
What's it like? 

Penthouse: Let's move on to a safer sub- 
ject. Some people have accused you of 
romanticizing and even encouraging Sa- 
tanism in your songs. 

Jagger: No! The only song | really wrote 
about that subject was “Sympathy for the 
Devil.” | wrote it very fast and | didn't really 
think about it. It was written one morning 
before | went to the studio. But | like it. | 
like its theme. | like its lyrics. It’s like a 
subject you get interested in and you de- 
cide to write about it. When you've writ- 
ten your piece you tend to move on, | 
think. 

Penthouse: How do you think you have 
matured as a lyricist? 

Jagger: Well, | can make more rhymes. 
It's difficult for me to make any kind of 
judgment on it. That's for other people to 
make. Obviously | think my lyrics are bet- 
ter. Sometimes I'll go through patches 
where | think they're good and some | 
think are terrible. | can always blame other 
people. 

Penthouse: That certainly won't be the 
case on this album. 


Jagger: Well, no. Obviously, not every- 
thing you do pleases you 100 percent. 
But | hope they're a bit better than the 
“moon in June” | used to do. 
Penthouse: Have you tried to write any- 
thing other than songs? 
Jagger: | tried writing short stories, but 
I'm a little bit shy about doing it. When 
people say, “Why don't you write your au- 
tobiography?” it would be so great to do 
it in short stories. | love traveling and I've 
written travel pieces, but | don’t know— 
it's something | don't think I'm so hot at. 
Penthouse: Would you like to write about 
music? 
Jagger: No. | don't like criticism that much. 
I'm simply not interested in it. | think itwas 
the London Times or the Guardian that 
asked me some time ago to do reviews 
of videos and films, but no, I'm not cut 
out for the life of a critic. 
Penthouse: Drugs are part of the Rolling 
Stones’ history. What was the drug scene 
in the early days? 
Jagger: Terrible! | don't know if it was 
worse than it is now, but it was more na- 
ive. | don't think anybody knew; everyone 
was prepared to experiment. | think now 
people know the difference between dif- 
ferent things. Apart from that, it's more or 
less the same—pretty sick, really. 
Penthouse: |t's incredible, isn't it, when 
you think of all the people who have died 
from drugs? 
Jagger: Yeah, it's really not very good. It 
does appear that people in show busi- 
ness are particularly prone to insecurity 
and they try to alleviate that insecurity 
and some of them use drugs, overuse 
them or abuse them. 
Penthouse: Did you have a problem with 
drugs? 
Jagger: | think anyone taking drugs has 
a problem. But all musicians use drugs 
of some kind. You couldn't go to a re- 
cording session in a studio without some 
of the musicians taking drugs. You've got 
to be very strong-willed to avoid them. 
Penthouse: Did drugs affect the Stones? 
Jagger: Keith, Brian, and myself, on nu- 
merous occasions, had problems with the 
police over drugs and that obviously af- 
fected the group's morale. But we man- 
aged to deal with it somehow. 
Penthouse: Do you remember how you 
felt when they found you guilty of a drug 
charge in England? 
Jagger: Terrible! But we knew it was going 
to be guilty. It was no surprise. We were 
surprised at the sentence. Normally, for 
a first offense the sentence would be 
suspended or probation 
Penthouse: | know that it was overturned 
on appeal, but it must have been hell for 
the group with your and Keith's future un- 
known, 
Jagger: | didn't find it particularly easy 
making music when we were being 
busted and everything. | mean, it's nice 
to be pushed and to have influences, but 
it's not nice if you think your guitar player 
is going to be in jail next week—it's not 
easy to make music.

Penthouse: How did the press treat you 
when the drug busts were going on?

ARE YOU A SEX ADDICT? 


ome men don't just enjoy sex, they 
are obsessed by it. They are lit- 
erally addicted to it. 

If you have to be addicted to 
anything, sex would seem to be a good 
choice. But for sex addicts the preoc- 
cupation with satisfying their genital urges 
can be as devastating as the most out- 
of-contro! heroin habit. Their compulsive 
use of sex follows a pattern that would 
be familiar to any junkie: They go from 
obsession to a quick peak of ecstasy and 
then slide into a psychological pit of re- 
morse, guilt, shame, and despair. 

Sex addicts are not necessarily “per- 
verts,” in the commonly accepted sense 
of the term. Outwardly they usually re- 
semble the proverbial “guy next door’ 
{or “girl next door’ —it's estimated that a 
third of all sex addicts are women). What 
sets them apart from other people is their 
utter inability to keep sexual activity in 
perspective. They don't savor sex as one 
of life's great joys. It’s a way of hiding from 
things they don't like about themselves 
or their lives. 

No one is quite sure how many people 
suffer from sexual addiction. Research in 
this field is less than a decade old, and 
the psychological community still is not 
in full agreement about where the bor- 
derline between healthy horniness and 
addictive sexuality lies. However, Dr. Pat- 
rick Carnes, a leading theoretician in this 
field and author of The Sexual Addiction, 
says the syndrome may affect at least 
one out of 12 people 

That's a lot of people. To find out if you're 
one of them, you must be rigorously hon- 
est with yourself in answering these 
questions. Choose the first answer that 
seems correct—don't hesitate: your ini- 
tial impulses are likely to be the most ac- 
curate. Don't change any answers once 
you've made your selections. And, finally, 
do not try to rationalize your way into 
choosing more “acceptable” or “normal” 
answers.

The flip of a coin, the roll of a die, the 
draw of a card—these are events that 
people often bet on, and when the props 
are fair most people have a generally 
clear understanding of their chances of 
winning or losing 

There's another kind of wager that is 
far more interesting—the kind that peo- 
ple think they understand but don't, in 
which the odds seem to be stacked 
tantalizingly in their favor, but really lean 
heavily, even inevitably, the other way.

If your bill won't hang straight (for ex- 
ample, if it came fresh from a wallet), 
put a lengthwise crease in it, as shown. 

You explain that when you drop the 
bill, all your friend has to do is catch it 
and he can keep it. If he fails, he must 
pay you a suitable fee for the attempt 
(one try for a quarter, say, or three tries 
for a drink). You demonstrate a few 
times, holding the bill in between your 
right thumb and forefinger, as shown 
above, with its length pointing down, 
and with your left thumb and forefinger 


about at the portrait in the center. Each 
time you drop the bill from your right 
hand, you catch it in your left—to show 
how simple it is. Make sure you don't 
close your left hand until after the bill 
starts to fall, 

Give your victim every advantage: Let 
him place his thumb and first finger as 
close as he wants around the center of 
the bill, without touching it. Although his 
hand will be poised and ready in the 
same position yours was, when you do 
release the bill it will slip right through 
his grasp every time. (In fact, the only 
way he can catch the bill is by antici- 
pating when you'll release it and “jump- 
ing the gun.” So don't give any hint of 
an advance warning.) 

Of course, the reason that you can 
catch the bill so easily is that your brain 
can send the message “drop it” to your 
right hand and “catch it” to your left hand 
virtually simultaneously. For your victim, 
however, the information must come vi- 
sually, as the bill starts to drop, then go 
from his retina to his brain, and then out 
to his fingers. By the time his fingers 
squeeze, the bill is already on its way 
to the floor. 


4, POKER FACE. If your friend thinks he 
knows poker, take out a standard deck 
of cards and bet that he can't beat four 
of a kind with a royal flush. He will ac- 
cept, of course, knowing that he can 
easily find a copy of Scarne or Hoyle to 
prove you wrong. What do you do be- 
fore he finds the rules?

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Set the first die down carefully, then hold 
the other two together on top, taking 
great pains to line them up along per- 
fect diagonals of the base. Then re- 
lease them and marvel at their perfect 
balance. Then bet your victim a drink 
that he can't make the delicate tower 
like you did. And try as he may, he can't. 
What was the secret touch that let you 
make the tower and win the drink? 


6. BIG TURNOVER. This may be a clas- 
sic con, but it still succeeds suprisingly 
often because it lets your sucker think 
he is betting on a “sure thing.” You let 
your victim shuffle a deck of cards as 
often as he wants, then you take the 
deck and fan the cards, face down, and 
have your mark pick one, show it to 
others around him, and remember it 
Square the deck and cut it, lifting off 
about half the cards. Have your spec- 
tator place his card on top of the bottom 
stack. As you do this, steal a peek at 
the bottom card of the top stack. This 
will be your “key card.” Square up the 
deck again and Jet your spectator cut 
it a few more times, so that his card is 
“lost somewhere in the middle of the 
deck.” Take the deck back and glimpse 
the bottom card. If it’s your key card, 
cut the deck once more 

Deal the cards one at a time from the 
top of the face-down deck, into a scat- 
tered face-up pile. You keep dealing 
until you come to your key card. The 
next card is the chosen one. Remember 
what it is, but keep dealing right past it 
as if you had blown the trick. After you 
have turned four or five more cards face- 
up, suddenly become very sure of your 
psychic impressions, tap the next face- 
down card on the deck and say, "I'll bet 
you a drink that the next card | turn over 
will be your card.” Your sucker, natu- 
rally, thinks you are referring to the next 
face-down card in your hand, and, 
knowing that you have already gone 
past his selection, he jumps at the 
chance to take the bet. Once he does 
that, of course, you dig back into the 
pile of face-up cards on the table, take 
the card that you know to be the chosen 
one, and turn it over, face-down! 
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7. DRILLING A SPUD. The raw materials 
are a raw potato and a drinking straw. 
Hold the spud in your left hand so that 
about half of it is showing, and hold the 
straw in your right hand with your fin- 
gers at the upper end, as shown below. 
To set up the feat, say a few things about 
tornadoes in the Midwest and the re- 
markable things that happen in the high- 
velocity winds. You have heard that the 
winds can drive a straw through a po- 
tato, which you will try to demonstrate
